C. Sherman Chosen Candidate for Democratic State Sen- 
ator—E. A. Merritt a Republican Candidate for Con- 
gressman—Geo. W. Sisson a Progressive Candidate for 

Senator—C. S. Bird Out for Governor of Massachusetts 
on the “Bull Moose” Ticket. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., August 27, 1912—That the men who stand 
high in paper manufacturing interests of northern New York as 
well as in other sections are also the strong leaders of civic life 
in the community is being fairly demonstrated this year in the 
politics of the section. In fact, the fame of these citizens is not 
only local, but it is spread throughout the State. The honors have 
not only been bestowed upon the leaders of the great paper manu- 
facturing industry by the Republican party, but both Democrats and 
Progressives have turned to these men for leaders and candidates 
for the fall elections. 

Mayor F. M. Hugo, of the Remington-Martin group of paper 
mills, has been widely mentioned throughout the State as a suitable 
candidate for Lieutenant-Governor on the Republican ticket, and 
his chances of nomination seem stronger every day as the State 
convention approaches. He has been a leader in this section of 
the State in Republican politics for a number of years, and his 
influence and efforts for the party are now about to be rewarded. 

George C. Sherman, general manager and treasurer of the St. 
Regis Paper Company, is the next prominent paper manufacturer 
to be advanced for office by his party. Mr. Sherman has never 
taken a very active part in politics, although much interested in 
State and national affairs. He has been a life-long Democrat, and 
at the senatorial convention held in Oswego last Saturday he was 
unanimously chosen as candidate for State Senator from this 
district. 

In making the nomination C. N. Bulger, of Oswego, said: 


Mr. Sherman is not so well known as a candidate for office, but 
he is also a good Democrat. He is a man of ability and sterling 
qualities, and stands among the best type of American citizenship 
and is well worthy to contest the best foeman of any of the other 
party candidates. If you in Jefferson County will support Mr. 
Sherman as we in Oswego County will endeavor to do, there is no 
doubt but that he will be elected. 


Edwin A. Merritt, of Potsdam, interested in the Hannawa Falls 
Power Company and also in the paper manufacturing business of 
that section, was unanimously chosen as the regular Republican 
candidate for Congress, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Congressman Malby. For years he has represented his district in 
the State Assembly, serving as leader during the past year. 

The Progressives selected another paper manufacturer, George 
W. Sisson, of the Racquet River Paper Company, nominating him 
for State Senator from the St. Lawrence-Franklin-Clinton counties 
district. He has always held a high position in the regards of the 
people of his section, both as a sterling business man and as a 
political leader, always looking out for the interests of the people. 
He is expected to make a strong run. 

Considerable interest is displayed in the East, especially by paper 
men, in the probable candidacy of Charles S. Bird for Governor of 
Massachusetts on the “Bull Moose” ticket. Mr. Bird has never 
held public office, but would undoubtedly make a creditable Gov- 
ernor, and would indisputably have a strong following. He is 
head of the big paper mills of F. W. Bird & Son at East Walpole, 
Mass., and all possible political stock in trade will be made out of 
his record of liberal dealings with his employees, and of the fact 
that his was one of the first paper mills in the country to grant 











the three tour system to employees, this being done in 1902. 

A recent letter by the company on the three tour subject is as 
follows: 

To Our EMPLoyEEs: 

In 1902 we were the first paper mill in Massachusetts, if not in 
the country, to abandon the twelve-hour working day, which had 
always prevailed in paper mills. At that time we established a 
three tour basis of eight hours each, instead of the two tours of 
twelve hours each, paying our employees for the eight hour tour 
the same wages that we had paid for twelve hours. Of course, we 
knew the change to an eight hour basis would increase the cost of 
our paper, and such has been the case. Notwithstanding that, we 
do not regret having made the change, believing that a twelve hour 
days is far too long for any man to work. It is an interesting fact 
that paper mills have slowly followed our example, although in 
Massachusetts one-half the paper is still made on the twelve hour 
basis, which we believe to be unfair to the employees, as well as to 
those employers who are working on an eight hour basis. We now 
propose a still further change. On and after July 7, 1912, all our 
ten hour day employees will be put on a nine hour basis without 
loss of pay. Also during the summer months we will give Satur- 
day afternoons off without loss in pay. We ask you to, and believe 
you will, do all in your power to make the loss due to the de- 
creased number of working hours as small as possible. 


Says Forests Stop Floods 

WasuHincton, August 26, 1912—That forests are a protection 
against serious flood conditions was the answer which George Otis 
Smith, director of the Geological Survey, made last Wednesday 
in a report, the result of extensive investigations as to the value 
of forests. The report was made to the National Forest Com- 
mission which has been buying tracts in the Appalachian and White 
Mountains to protect the watersheds in the Eastern United States. 
Prof. Willis Moore, chief of the Weather Bureau, and some of his 
associates have held that neither rainfall nor floor conditions were 
affected by forest cover. 

The Geological Survey’s report is based on studies which its 
experts have been making for more than a year on large adjacent 
tracts in New Hampshire of forested and deforested areas, similar 
in every other respect, geologically, in altitude, in average slope of 
land and in orientation. 

“A direct relation exists,” says the report, “between forest cover 
and stream regulation. There was a pronounced difference in the 
rate of disappearance of snow from the forested and cut-over 
areas.” 

It was observed, the report adds, that the forested stream was 
“the steadier and, in proportion to its drainage area, it tends (at 
least during the spring months) to promote a steady flow of water 
in the master stream of which it is a tributary.” 

The forested area, it was found, added to its. ground water 
storage, while the other drew in large amounts upon its storage 
water. The maximum flood flow in the forested area was only 
from 45 to 71 per cent. of that in the other area and the run off 
from 43 to 63 per cent. 


I. Kuhe Made Vice President of the Gontinental 


At the annual meeting of the stockholders of the Continental 
Paper Bag Company, held at Portland, Me., on August 13, the 
board of directors were unanimously re-elected to serve another 
year. The directors convened in New York on August 19, at the 
office of the company, 17 Battery place, and elected the following 
officers to guide the affairs of the company through the remainder. 
of 1912 and first half of 1913: Hedman Elsas, president; I. Kuhe, 
vice president; E. W. Hyde, treasurer; D. Fischer, secretary; F. 
P. Mills, assistant treasurer, and J. Gold, assistant secretary. 

Mr. Kuhe was secretary of the company, but now occupies the 
position made vacant several years ago by Warren Curtis. Mr 
Fischer succeeded from assistant secretary to secretary, his place 


now being occupied by J. Gold, formerly manager of the supply 
and sales department.

ENGLISH TRADE NEWS 


Transactions Between Government Stationery Office and Paper 
Manufacturers Investigated—Imports and Exports for July 
and Seven Months Ending July 31—Higher Paper Prices 
Talked Of—Patent Granted for Bamboo Pulp Process. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Lonpon, August 17, 1912.—The transactions between the Gov- 
ernment Stationery Office and paper manufacturers are of great 
magnitude, says the special committee appointed to inquire into 
the expenditure of the department. The sums devoted to the pur- 
chase of paper this year are for “stock” papers, $912,000, and for 
“special” papers, $176,400. This is an increase of $345,600 (exclu- 
sive of an increase due to rise in price of $72,000). The com- 
mittee do not, however, recommend any alteration in the method 
of purchase of paper. The system of buying direct from the 
manufacturer was adopted in 1896-7, with the result of a saving 
of $259,200 on the first twelve months. Out of 245 mills, there 
are on the contract list 203, the majority of which do not tender. 
The expenditure for writing paper on behalf of the House of 
Commons is $432,000 a year. Of this $9,600 is for special paper, 
an extra expense of $5,760, which, in the view of the inquirers, 
lacks justification. Summing up the whole report, it directly af- 
fects the trade in that it is recommended that requisitions for the 
purchase of expensive paper for departments be discontinued. It 
may be mentioned that the total amount spent so far on stationery 
and printing in connection with the new National Insurance act 
now amounts to $480,000. 

Seven Montus Imports AND Exports. 

Official returns show that last month England imported 1,050,058 
ewts. of all kinds of paper, as compared with 886,684 cwt. a year 
ago, which brings the total imports for the first seven months of 
the year up to 6,571,579 cwts., or 362,229 cwts. more than in the 
corresponding period last year. Next to Newfoundland, which im- 
ported here 110,200 cwts. of printings or writings on reels, Nor- 
way is the biggest supplier of this class of paper, her contribution 
last month being 85,180 cwts., with Sweden next with 50,380 cwts., 
and Germany sending 12,993 cwts. In the same class of paper 
not on reels the list is headed by Germany, whose 34,881 cwts. 
exceeds the contribution of Norway in the month by 11,014 cwts. 
Belgium sent 11,658 cwts. The printings on reels contributed in 
the month, amounting to 281,781 cwts., exceeded both last year’s 
July import, and that of the preceding year, while the 86,161 cwts. 
of printings not on reels was over 20,000 cwts. more than in 
July a year ago, but less than in July, 1910. July exports of paper 
were slightly lower, if compared with a year ago, the respective 
figures being 222,506 cwts. and 231,734 cwts., while a decrease is 
also seen in the exports of seven months, figures being 260,651 
ewts, in I91I, as compared with 251,390 cwts. in 1910. The month’s 
increase took place in printings, which went abroad to the extent 
of 132,130 cwts., or 9,883 cwts. more than in July last year. The 
16,618 cwts. of writings exported represented a decrease of 744 
cwts., compared with July, 1orr. 

Patent GRANTED FoR BAMBoo Putp Process . 

An English patent has been granted.to Messrs. Arthur McRae 
and Norman Malcolmson relating to the production of bamboo 
pulp, the process being to crush the bamboo, boil it under pressure 
with water containing lime in solution, and then subsequently to 
disintegrate the pulp while it is being water washed. Preliminary 
preparations are the removal of knots from the culms, crushing 
or brushing, chipping and shearing. The boiling operations take 
place in digesters or boilers under steam pressure with milk of 
lime, the time of boiling varying from four to sixteen hours. 

The pressure may vary between atmosphere and 100 pounds per 
square inch, while the quantity of lime may vary from 5 to 25 
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per cent. After boiling the material is placed in bins to mellow 
and left for several days. The final breaking and washing results 
in a suitable “half stuff’ for paper makers. 

Prorits or Georce Newnes, Ltp. 

George Newnes, Ltd., the great publishing firm, made a profit of 
$226,920 last year, as against $159,648 the year before. The house’s 
various popular weekly and monthly magazines had shown record 
sales, states a report, while the Newnes sixpenny (12 cents) novels 
had sold in unprecedented numbers. Since the commencement of 
the publication of that class of literature the house had sold 
250,000,000 copies. An annual dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. 
was declared, and the sum of $15,000 carried forward. 

HicHer Prices TALKED OF. 

At the annual meeting of Messrs. A. M. Peebles, Ltd., paper 
manufacturers, the chairman of the company (Mr. Peebles) stated 
that while the high cost of production merited a higher price for 
paper, and they were endeavoring to get that higher price, the 
absolute want of unanimity in the paper trade made a general 
advance a very difficult matter. 

To MANUFACTURE PAPER FROM WILD PLANTS ON TUNDRA PLAINS: 

The British consul at Hakodate reports the formation of a com- 
pany with a capital of 259,000 yen, or, approximately, $122,400, for 
the manufacture of paper from wild plants on the Tundra Plains 
in the Thikka District, 25 miles from the River Poronaigawa, Kara- 
futo (Japanese Saghalien). Special facilities have been given for 
the collection of the plants, and the Government has given a 
subsidy equaling a dividend of 6 per cent. on share’ capital, 

NorweciaAn Mitt Expanps. 

The Greaker Cellulose-fabrik (Norway) have decided to build 
a new paper mill for the production of 5,000 tons per year of 
wrapping paper and to enlarge the cellulose mill. The share 
capital of the company is to be increased from kr. 1,565,000 to kr. 
2,000,000. 

European Paper Usep in CHINESE NEWSPAPERS. 

A consular report states that the paper used for Chinese news- 
papers is for the most part of European, especially of Scandinavian 
origin. A few of the Chinese paper mills make news, but the Ger- 
man firms appear to do the largest business in this grade. There 
are also a number of British firms which are well established. The 
chief market for southern China is Canton, that of Hong Kong 
being small. The market is capable of considerable development, 
as there is a probability of a great growth of Chinese newspapers. 
The weight per ream of the paper used amounts to 36 and 38 
pounds, and news print paper is sent to the country in bales of 
12 and in some instance I5 reams. 

Putp MercHANT DRowNED. 

William Herbert Ashton, of the firm of Ashton & Petford, 
wood pulp merchants of Hull, lost his life this week in attempting 
to save his daughter from drowning. The latter got out of her 
depth while the two were bathing off the Yorkshire coast, and 
the father, who was not a good swimmer, collapsed when he at- 
tempted to swim to her. The girl was saved by boatmen. 

New Company Taxes Over Hurcotr Mits. 

The Hurcott Paper Mills, Kidderminster, Worcestershire, have 
been acquired by a company, which has just been formed under 
the style of Jordan & Sons, Ltd., with a capital of $25,000,

VOLUME SHOWS INGREASE IN AUGUST

A number of the largest handlers of paper stock in this market 
report that the volume of business in July showed a substantial 
increase over last year, and one firm reported that the increase 
was $100,000 more than any previous August since they had com- 
menced business, and showed an increase over last year amounting 
to considerably more than that amount. It would therefore ap- 
pear that, notwithstanding the fact that trade had apparently 
lacked marked activity, transactions have been considerably larger 
this year than last. Reports on book lines indicate that the 
pressure of orders had been removed, and that deliveries were get- 
ting back to normal, with no very large orders in sight. On the 
other hand, there are indications that the market is pretty well 
cleared of stock and will need replenishing in the near future. 
Wrapping paper continues in good demand and prices are firm. 
Fewer complaints of price cutting on paper bags are heard. Busi- 





ness is reported satisfactory in straw board and combination board 


lines. Orders for bond, writing and ledger stock are up to normal. 
The use of print is again climbing upward. Old paper stocks con- 
tinue to move freely, and no complaints are heard of accumula- 
tions. Possibly the recent hot weather has retarded the arrival of 


the season when business was expected to become considerably . 
brisker, 


JOBBING TRADE STILL QUIET 


PHILADELPHIA, August 27, 1912.—It’s still vacation time in the 
jobbing trade and vacation day sales only are being enjoyed. No- 
body is rushed even though the sales forces are depleted by the trips 
to the shore and the mountains. The printers, too, have a con- 
tinuance of dull times, and publishers are only beginning to get in- 
terested in order placing. But with very little business imme- 
diately at hand all the jobbing trade is looking forward to next 
month as one which will bring decided increase in business. Every 
day there is disappearing that traditional presidential year uncer- 
tainty. Prices are without change although they are firmly main- 
tained all along the line. 


A SATISFACTORY VOLUME 

Dayton, Ohio, August 27, 1912.—The week has been a satis- 
factory one from the standpoint of business and trade-getting. The 
Middle West has been favored with excellent weather, a forerun- 
ner to an early fall, and while summer sales have not been large in 
general mercantile circles, the preparations for fall trade have been 
all the more active. 

The demand for writings, bonds and coated papers- continues 
good. Wrappings have been a trifle dull. Quotations have re- 
mained firm on nearly all grades. Building papers are still being 
used extensively, there having been more structural improvements 
than for several years, while home-building, in which the use of 
paper is largely increasing, has never been greater. 





FALL ACTIVITY NOW EVIDENT 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27, 1912—‘“I have been West three 
times during the last two years,” declared an Appleton manufac- 
turer to the writer a few days ago, “and at no time did I find such 
healthy business conditions as prevail now. When the West is 
booming, the whole country is going good. People of the mountain 
and far Western States are looking for one of the best years of 
their business experience and fall activity is already being ob- 
served. Splendid crop conditions, no doubt, have a lot if not all 
to do with it.” 

What is true of the Western States in a measure is true of condi- 
tions in this locality. Paper manufacturers generally during the 
last week have observed a revival of business. There is é¢very indi- 
cation that the coming week will develop a ‘healthy gain. 





TRADE PICKING UP 


San Francisco, August 22, 1912——The paper trade is showing 
more signs of activity all along the Coast than last month. Locally. 
the demand. for book and, in fact, all lines of print paper has 
picked up considerably, owing mainly to the preparation of .cata- 
logues and general advertising matter for the fall campaign. Wrap- 
ping paper is also moving more freely and, while there is so far 
ro real rush in the city, dealers are getting ready for about the 
busiest season they have ever had. ’ 

Prices on wrapping paper are still being cut by local dealers, but 
conditions are more satisfactory.in other parts of the Coast. The 
mills producing wrapping paper are getting a little farther behind 
on deliveries, as the output is naturally somewhat curtailed at this

E. B. Eddy Company Celebrates Eighty-fifth Anniversary of 
Its Founder—Want Uniform System of Taxation—Ten- 
ders Wanted on Valuable Pulp Wood Lands—Big Pulp 
and Paper Company Soon to Be Launched—Clarke Broth- 
ers’ Plant Running at Full Force—Terms of Abitibi Pulp 
Limit Agreement.

Orrawa, Can., August 27, 1912—Flags were flying from all the 
twenty plants of the E. B. Eddy Company, extending from Char- 
lottetown, Prince Edward Island, on the east coast, to Victoria, 
British Columbia, on the west coast, on Thursday of last week, 
that day being the eighty-fifth anniversary of the birth of the late 
Ezra B. Eddy, founder of the company. The late Mr. Eddy was 
born at Bristol, Vt., on August 22, 1827, and although he died at 
Hull, Quebec, where the principal plant and head offices of the 
company are situated, on February 10, 1906, the celebration of his 
birthday as “Founder’s” day has been continued. 

W. H. Rowley, president of the company, was kept busy ac- 
cepting compliments of the day from the concern’s many friends. 
A number of prominent business men of Ottawa and Hull called 
in on the president to express in person their well wishes, besides 
which congratulatory messages poured into the office from all 
over the country. ; 

A picnic for the employees of the firm had been planned for 
the anniversary, but was called off on account of the absence of 
George H. Millen, joint manager, who has been with the company 
for forty years. Mr. Howley wanted his colleague to be present 
for the event, and it was decided to hold it on the same date next 
year. 





See Uniform Taxation of Timber Lands 

Orrawa, Can., August 27, 1912—With the purpose of gaining 
more uniformity throughout the Dominion in the taxation of tim- 
ber lands the Conservation Comission is now engaged in the work 
of collecting, not only from the provinces, but also from munici- 
palities, in which timber lands are situated, information concerning 
the methods of assessment employed. 

It has found that the same method of assessment of timber 
lands does not exist in the various municipalities and provinces, 
each having its own basis of taxation in a number of cases. A 
report will later be issued, and it is considered probable that this 
will later lead to the adoption of a uniform system for the whole 
country. 





To Receive Tenders on River Jean de Terre Limits 

Orrawa, Can., August 27, 1912.—Sealed tenders will be received 
up to December 20 of this year for the purchase of limits 194 
and 195, River Jean de Terre, tributary to the Gatineau, each of 
which comprises 50 acres of valuable pine and pulp wood land. 
Notice to this effect has been issued by the Toronto General Trusts 
Corporation, Messrs. Aylen and Duclos and Messrs. Belcourt and 
Ritchie, all of this city, and tenders may be sent to any of these 
firms. 





Work Started on Big Pulp and Paper Enterprise 

MonrTreaL, August 26, 1912.—The biggest pulp and paper enter- 
prise ever launched in Canada is now being matured by a com- 
pany of Canadian and American capitalists organized under* the 
name of the Labrador Pulp and Paper Company. This company, 
originally capitalized at $3,000,000, has now decided on extensions 
to its original scheme that will involve an increase in the capitali- 
zation to $15,000,000. The scene of operations is on the Hamilton 
River, which flows out into the Atlantic on the Labrador cvwast. 
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Two large mills, giving employment to between 1,500 and 2,000 
laborers and their families, will be erected, and power will be ob- 
tained by the development of the Muskrat Falls, which are second 
in size only to Niagara. 

The president of the company is John MacMartin, of Cobalt 
and Porcupine fame, and his brother, Duncan MacMartin, is one 
of the directors. 

Robert H. Reid, one of the leading citizens of Montreal, is the 
vice president of the company. On August 16 he chartered the 
steamer Wampanoag, to take himself and a party to Labrador, to 
inspect the scene of operations. The party included G. A. Massey, 
who is connected with the Harvester, Standard Oil and other 
American trusts, and Leigh Stanton, who will represent Mortimer 
Foster, the well known hydraulic engineer and pulp expert. 

In an interview with the Montreal correspondent of THe PAPER 
TRADE JourNAL, Mr. Reid, said that the headquarters of the com- 
pany will be in Montreal. The company has had a federal charter 
ever since 1908, and this charter confers wide powers, among them 
being the right to construct and operate railways. It is the in- 
tention of the company to build such railroads as will be required 
for its purposes, and ultimately to connect with the proposed ex- 
tensions of the Quebec & Saguenay Railway, which Sir Rodolphe 
Forget has announced he will build from Murray Bay along the 
north shore to an outlet on the Labrador coast. 

“We have already connected operations in Labrador,” said Mr. 
Reid, “and at present have about 500 men working there building 
the mills, one of which is at Hamilton Inlet and the other at 
Sandwich Bay. The combined outlet of these mills will be 150,000 
tons of pulp per annum. We have already spent the sum of 
$800,000 on the scheme. All the money has been raised by private 
subscription, and the bonds will not be placed on the market even 
to raise the extra capitalization required. The outlay for the con- 
struction of the pulp and paper mills alone will amount to $4,- 
500,000, and we calculate to have these in full going order before 
the end of two years.” 

“What about the market for the output?” Mr. Reid was asked. 

Mr. Reid intimated that contracts had already been made for 
the disposal of the output, most of which will be shipped to the 
Old Country and to the Atlantic seaboard of the United States. 
Shipments will also be made to Wisconsin and Michigan. One 
big English wall paper company has also placed large orders with 
the company. 

“At the outset,” said Mr. Reid, “we shall manufacture only 
mechanical wood pulp, of which our mills will have a combined 
daily output of 450 or 500 tons. The cutting on our timber limits 
will be done according to the latest scientific methods, with a view 
to conserving the young growth, and insuring a perpetual supply. 
Only about one-fiftieth of the area of our limits will be cut over 
each year. Every tree under six inches will be left as a reserve 
growth, and as a spruce tree usually takes from twenty to twenty- 
five years to be fit to cut, there should be a never ending supply 
for the mills. 

In regard to the water powers, Mr. Reid stated that the capaci- 
ties for development at the Muskrat Falls were enormous. The 
tests conducted by the engineers had shown that at times there was 
as much as 1,500,000 horse power going over the falls, and it was 
thought that no less than 1,100,000 might be generated throughout 
the year. The company will at first develop about 50,000 horse 
power, and to do this will not need to be build any dams or storage 
reservoirs.

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formerly of Toronto and later a well known United States pub- 
lisher, is the president. Mr. Clarke made a fortune out of the 
“Encyclopedia Britannica,” of which he purchased the plates from 
the English company for printing in America. Twelve years ago 
he took a sailing and fishing excursion down the St. Lawrence 
River to Seven Islands, the result being that he took up timber 
limits and secured the control of a water power at that place. 

A fine concrete mill, with concrete dam for the water power, and 
a large plant of pulp making machinery is now on the site. There 
are twenty-four grinders with a capacity of 250 tons gross per day; 
and an average all the year round of 160 tons. There are 980 miles 
of timber limits. The water power has a head of 54 feet and a 
development of 10,000 horse power. A second fall, a quarter of a 
mile up the river, now undeveloped, will give a further 9,000 
horse power. 

Your correspondent visited the plant recently and found the 
mills running at full capacity, with day and night shifts, while 
James Clarke was highly enthusiastic over the prosperity that is 
now attending the enterprise. The output is stacked during the 
winter, and shipped out by boat to Quebec and the Great Lakes 
during the season of navigation. 

Where there was nothing but forest, far from civilization, the 
company has built a pretty village for the workmen, as well as a 


hotel. There are sidewalks, electric lights and other appointments 
of an up-to-date industrial village. The people are prosperous and 
contented. 


Mr. Clarke told your correspondent that when he first built the 
hotel he tried prohibition. The men, however, said they would not 
stay if he did not permit the sale of liquor. At last he gave into 
them, but after short time the women came to him and said if he 
did not revert to prohibition for the village they would leave. 

“That settled it,” said Mr. Clarke. “I did away with the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, and everything has gone smoothly since.” 





Terms of Abitibi Pulp Limit Agreement 

Toronto, Ont., August 26, 1912——Messrs. Shirley Ogilvie and 
F. H. Anson, of Montreal, were the successful tenderers for the 
Abitibi pulp limit offered for sale by the Ontario Government, and 
which attracted the attention of pulp and paper men all over 
America. The amount of the bonus to be paid to the Government 
is $5,000 per year, distributed over a period of twenty-one years, 
making $105,000 from this source alone. This represents merely the 
right to cut pulp wood on the limit, which comprises some 1,560 
square miles, and entitles the successful tenderer to obtain a lease, 
upon the usual terms, of Iroquois and Couchiching Falls for power 
purposes, 

By the terms of the lease 10 per cent. of the bonus must ac- 
company the tender, and Hon. W. H. Hearst, Minister of Lands, 
Forests and Mines, holds a check for $15,500 as a guarantee for 
the fulfillment of the contract, and as soon as the agreement with 
the Government is executed the balance will be paid in to make up 
the $25,000 required as an initial payment. This, of course, will 
mean that the rental for five years has been paid in advance, and 
$80,000 in all will be due to the Government in yearly installments 
of $5,000 during the currency of the agreement for the remainder 
of the twenty-one years. 

Spruce pulp wood cut on the limit will be subject to the usual 
tax of 40 cents a cord, and other woods at 20 cents a cord. For 
timber cut $1 per 1,000 feet board measure will be due the Govern- 
ment. No sum is stipulated for the rental of power at Iroquois 
and Couchiching Falls, as this part of the contract will have to be 
adjusted by the Hydro-Electric Commission under the legislation 
of the last session of the Legislature. 

An additional undertaking, not required by the Government, which 
Messrs. Ogilvie and Anson have inserted in their tender, is that 
they shall during and after 1913 advance or shall expend. $50,000 
in preparing buildings and land for settlers in the neighborhood 








of Iroquois Falls. Of course, none of the land on the limit goes 
with the lease, so the conditions under which the money is to be 
expended in this regard will be decided by the Minister of Lands, 
although a lien will be retained on all property sold until the pur- 
chasers repay the amount on each farm in easy installments. 

The tenderers also agree to buy wood and agricultural products 
from the settlers and covenant to promote as far as in their power 
the development and settlement of the district. A joint stock com- 
pany with a capital of a million and a half dollars is to be formed 
to carry out this part of the agreement. 

An integral part of the whole scheme is the construction of a 
pulp mill costing with equipment and machinery not less than $500,- 
000, with a daily output of 100 tons of pulp and the employment of 
259 hands on an average for ten months a year. This investment is 
distributed—$100,000 during the first year, $200,000 during the sec- 
ond year and the balance during the third year. Cutting may com- 
mence on the limit so soon as $100,000 is expended on the mill. 

Further, the successful tenderer is also under agreement to erect 
a paper mill on the order of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
which shall have a capacity of 100 tons of paper per day, and shall 
turn out not less than seventy-five tons a day. 

Spruce, balsam, jack pine, poplar, white wood trees, etc., can be 
cut by the successful tenderers. 

Messrs. Ogilvie and Anson previously tendered for the Abitibi 
limit when it was up for sale. At that time, however, the terms 
offered did not sasify the Government, the amount offered not 
being considered sufficient, and no agreement was made. 


A New System of Forest Industry 

Toronto, Canada, August 27, 1912—A great system of forest 
industries employing a small army of trained men and operated 
upon lines that mean a wide departure from ordinary lumbering 
methods is to be started in northern Ontario. Negotiations are 
now under way by which, it is expected, a large area in the north 
will be secured by private interests and devoted to the making of 
wood products that will utilize every inch of the tree, from roots 
to top. With it will be carried on reforesting and the scientific 
culture of existing timber. 

The man behind the project is F, L. Barledt, a British capitalist, 
who controls similar industries in Germany and Russia, and is 
interested in a number of enterprises in England. He is now in 
Toronto awaiting the outcome of his negotiations with the Gov- 
ernment. 

“If we get the territory needed,” he said in an interview, “we 
will use everything from the roots to the top of the tree. The 
waste that one sees, seems to me a crime. With us there will be 
no waste; even the dead trees we will use. When we go into 
the forests we will clear out the poor timber; all the dead trees. 
All that material we will use in various products. The plans for 
the Northern venture include a systematic reforestation. Expert 
foresters will protect the trees from disease; see that the land is 
properly drained and supervise the cutting.”

Big Merger Finally Consummated 

Toronto, Canada, August 27, 1912—The Spanish River and On- 
tario pulp merger was finally consummated last week when the 
stock of the latter was formally exchanged for that of the former 
on the basis of three shares for two. The capital of the com- 
bined companies will then stand as follows: Bonds, $4,000,000; 
preferred, $2,250,000; common, $3,000,000. The $3,000,000 Spanish 
common retires the original Ontario pulp common. 


Rolland Paper Gompany’s Affairs 
Toronto, Canada, August 27, 1912,—The announced extensions 
to the Rolland Paper Company, of Montreal, necessitating a new 
bond issue of $500,000 of 6 per cent., draws attention to the inter-

FROM BLAGK RIVER 


Fourth Paper Machine to Be Installed at De Grass Paper Com- 
pany’s Plant—Fire Destroys Big Power Plant at Talcville 
—Death Follows Injury Caused by Clothes Catching in 


Paper Machine—Will Increase Capacity of Plant—A 
Serious Accident. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., August 27, 1912—Don C. Seitz, business 
manager of the New York World, writes to associates in Canton, 
St. Lawrence County, that a fourth paper machine will be installed 
at the plant at Pyrites. This will give the De Grass Paper Com- 
pany at this point an output daily of 175 tons of paper. It will 
also give this plant the distinction of being the largest individual 
paper manufacturing mill in the world. The New York World 
takes the entire output under a recent contract. 

The matter of housing the additional workmen employed at 
the Pyrites plant is receiving the attention of Mr. Seitz. At pres- 
ent the facilities there are inadequate, and he has called the at- 
tention of the citizens of Canton, the county seat about three 
miles away, to the fact that many of the families of mill and office 
employees would be glad to live in Canton if adequate transpor- 
tation facilities could be provided. A movement is now being 
agitated to build’ a trolley line between the two places. If this 
is not done it is thought a scheme of running a special train over 
the Pyrites spur and the R. W. & O. Railroad would accomplish 
the same end. 





$25,000 Fire in Power Plant 

Watertown, N. Y., August 27, 1912——The power plant of the 
International Pulp Company located at Talcville, St. Lawrence 
County, was destroyed by fire last Wednesday morning, involving 
a loss of $25,000. The loss was almost entirely covered by in- 
surance. 

This plant furnished power for the talc mines by means of an 
air compressor from which air was driven through pipes to the 
mines some distance away. The air was used in the mines to 
operate the compressed air drills and for hoisting apparatus. 

The fire was discovered about 10 o’clock in the morning by 
mine foreman Frank Murphy, and so rapidly did the plant burn 
that by 11 o’clock it was in ashes. Mr. Murphy heard a loud ex- 
plosion, and on investigating in the office found the entire plant 
in flames. He sounded a general alarm, and all the inhabitants 
of the village joined in the fight, there being no fire fighting ap- 
paratus there. A bucket brigade was orgnaized, and by heroic 
work the office building near the power plant was saved. 

The power plant was a wooden structure formerly operated as 
the Gardner Tale Mill. It was called Mill No. 8, after being pur- 
chased by the International Pulp Company. About fifty men were 
employed in the mill, and they -will probably have work clearing 
away the ruins for a new structure which will be erected at once. 
The loss will not hinder the operation of the mills as a quantity 
of talc.was already on hand. 





Death Results from Serious Accident 

Watertown, N. Y., August 27, 1912—Another fatal accident 
has just been added to the list of mishaps in local paper mills 
during the past year. Walter Castles, aged twenty, of Carthage, 
was fatally injured while at work at the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and 
Paper Company’s plant last Thursday morning. He was rushed 
to Watertown to the Sisters’ Hospital, but death resulted a few 
hours later. 

Castles was at work at one of the big paper machines at the 
mill when his clothing caught in the machinery, and he was drawn 
into the machine before the power could be shut off. His skull 
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was fractured and he received severe internal injuries. A physician 
was called immediately after the man had been taken from the 
machine, and with but a superficial examination it was apparent 
that the case was serious. The doctor took the man in his auto- 
mobile to the hospital. 

Castle never revived but sank steadily until death resulted at 
noon. He was a resident of Carthage where his parents lived, but 
for some time had been employed in the Dexter mill. The remains 
were removed to Carthage for funeral and interment. 





Another Waterwheel to Be Installed 
Watertown, N. Y., August 27, 1912.—Connell Brothers, con- 
sulting engineers for the Uniform Fibrus Talc Company, are mak- 
ing preliminary arrangements to install another water wheel and 
600 horse power electric generator at their power house on Sullivan 
Rapids. This will increase the capacity of the plant to 1,000 
horse power. 


A Narrow Escape 

Watertown, N. Y., August 27, 1912—Harold Adams had a nar- 
row escape from serious injury last Thursday while at work in the 
West End Paper Company plant at Carthage. With others, he 
was throwing pulp wood from a car, and as he picked up a stick 
and stepped near the door to throw it out, he stepped directly in 
front of another stick thrown by another. The heavy stick struck 
him squarely on the back of the head with such force that he was 
not only knocked out of the door of the car but several feet from 
the car. He was picked up in a semi-conscious condition, and 
after a time was taken home. He was attended by a physician 
and it is thought he will recover. 


Leatherboard Mill Burned 

Watesvitte, N. Y., August 27, 1912—The McKinnon Leather- 
board Company, of this place, was burned to the ground last 
Wednesday morning. The fire was discovered by neighbors and 
had broken out in the store house. The fire had a considerable 
start when first discovered, and as there is no fire department here 
nothing could be done toward saving the building. 

The mill has been working steadily with five or six men making 
leatherboards. Some paper stock which was stored in the build- 
ing was burned. The loss is in the neighborhood of $5,000. 

The building, which was of frame construction, was erected a 
number of years ago. 


Ghili Studies Conservation 

Apany, N. Y., August 26, 1912.—Oscar Bravo, a representative 
of the Chilian Government, who is making a tour of the United 
States and other countries seeking information relative to forestry 
matters, called on the New York State Conservation Commission 
last Wednesday. He is to visit the Adirondack State lands and 
nurseries and inspect reforestation operations. 

John H. Wallace, Fish and Game Commissioner of Alabama, 
has written the commission stating that Alabama “contemplates 
the enactment of measures for the creation of a conservation 
commission to have supervision and charge of all matters relating 
to the natural rights of our people.” He asked for and received 
copies of the New York State laws bearing on this matter,

Contract Awarded for Big Water Supply—Will Build a New 
Concrete Reservoir—A Retaining Wall Along the Con- 
necticut River at Springfield—Trafiic Men Enjoy Annual 
Clambake—Several Mill Accidents.

Hotyoxe, Mass.; August 27, 1912.—A price of $75 per million 
gallons has been made for the water which the city of Springfield 
has contracted to sell the town of Agawam; and this is likely to 
become the base figure on which water rates will be made by 
various water companies to large users throughout this section, 
although Springfield has been selling to large local consumers at 
7 cents per thousand gallons, which is slightly below the new rate. 
This is of interest as establishing what might be termed the “mar- 
ket” for water, as the contract has the approval of the State Legis- 
lature of 1912. 





Brown Paper Company Building 
Hotyoxe, Mass., August 27, 1912.—The L: L. Brown Paper Com- 
pany, Adams, Mass., has awarded to R. L. Whipple & Co., Worces- 
ter, Mass., the contract for a new concrete reservoir, to hold 400,- 
000 gallons, which will take the place of the present 80,000 gallon 
reservoir which has become inadequate to supply the requirements 
of the mill. 





Retaining Wall to Be Built 
Horyoxe, Mass., August 27, 1912——The Springfield Glazed Paper 
Company, West Springfield, Mass., is to erect a retaining wall 
along the Connecticut River frontage of its property, where the 
bank has been gradually eaten away by the current. The wall is to 
be of heavy cobblestones, backed by smaller stones. 





Two Bad Accidents in Mills 

Horyoxe, Mass., August 27, 1912—James H. O’Neil, a machine 
tender at the Parsons Paper Company Division of the American 
Writing Paper Company, Holyoke, fell from a ladder at the mill 
last week and fractured his right leg, receiving injuries that will 
lay him up for another couple of weeks. He was doing some paint- 
ing, when he overreached and the ladder slipped from under him. 

At the Whitmore Manufacturing Company, Clifford Thomas, a 
plater, caught his arm in the machine, and it was pulled in up to 
the shoulder before the machine could be reversed. It is not yet 
determined whether the arm can be saved. 





Trafhc Men's Big Bake 


Horyoxe, Mass., August 27, 1912.—Traffic men from many points, 
with a strong representation from Holyoke, met at a very success- 
ful clambake at Riverside Grove last Thursday, and overwhelm- 
ingly defeated a goodly supply of clams and other cheer, the bake 
being the fifth annual one of the Hampden County Traffic 
Association, 


About 300 congregated at Springfield’s Kimball Hotel, and at 
noon the procession started for the grove, many taking the enjoy- 
able five-mile sail down the Connecticut River, while others went 
by automobile. While the bake was being prepared the tailroad 
men tried to show the shippers a few things about baseball. Mayor 
“Jack” White, of the Paper City, with his usual disregard for per- 
sonal safety, acting as umpire. After the agony had been prolonged 
five innings, the bake becoming irresistible to the sense of smell 
and the scorers having forgotten to keep score, victory was con- 
ceded to the railroaders, and a stampede commenced for the long 
wooden tables, where the delicacies were awaiting their fate. 
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After the clam devotees found that even their gala day appetite 
had a limit, a number of athletic sports were introduced and prizes 
awarded, among these being presents from the Parsons Paper Com- 
pany, the Powers Paper Company, White & Wyckoff Manufactur- 
ing Company and many others.

Ways Commission, has been notified that two clerks have been 
appointed to obtain data and assist the U. S. Engineering Corps 
who are to make an investigation of the proposed channel in the 
Merrimac River. 

The convention of Massachusetts Boiler Firemen that was held 
in Brockton have gone on record as to the 8-hour day for firemen 
in this State and it is their intention to have a universal 8-hour 
day established in this State within a year. 

E. Frank Lewis, of this city, who was owner of the Lawrence 
Leather Board Mill, but is now in the wool scouring business, shut 
down his mill on Friday of last week at noon and gave each em- 
ployee a full day’s time and presented each with one dollar to at- 
tend the Rockingham Fair. The employees desire that his former 


paper trade associates be assured that they appreciate his generous 
treatment. 


W. D. Grozier Returns from Scotland

IN MIAMI VALLEY 


Friend Paper Company's Affairs Finally Adjusted—Eastern 
Bankers Bid $445,000 on Platt Iron Works, but Creditors 
Reserve Decision—Employee Sues Champion Coated Paper 
Company—Backtender Disappears. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 26, 1912—The paper-trade in Miami Val- 
ley is pleased to learn that what promised to develop into a dis- 
agreeable and.extended litigation over the sale of the Friend Paper 
Company's large plant at West Carrollton has been amicably ad- 
justed, and that all parties to the affair are apparently satisfied. 

It will be recalled that when the mills, which are among the 
largest in the Middle ‘West, were offered for sale some time ago 
J. H. Friend, for many years the president of the company, bid 
$901,000, after Newton J. Catrow, representing the creditors as 
chairman, had bid $900,000. However, Mr, Friend failed to make 
the required 3 per cent. deposit until too late on the day of the sale. 
It was formally presented the following day, but the presiding 
judge refused to accept it, and requested that it be presented to 
the master commissioner, W. W. Sunderland, the receiver of the 
company. This was done, but Commissioner Sunderland declined 
to accept the check on the ground that the plant had been for- 
feited to Mr. Catrow, who had in the meantime presented his 
check. 

This was the status of the dispute until Common Pleas Judge 
Brown was summoned home from his vacation to hear the matter, 
Mr. Catrow in the meantime making a motion through his at- 
torneys that the sale be confirmed. 

Mr. Friend’s attorneys were determined not to let the matter 
drop in that manner, but to “fight it out if it took all summer,” as 
they claim Mr. Friend was not given recognition when he brought 
sufficient surety for the amount of the check, not being able on 
the spur of the moment to secure the required cash in so short a 
time. It was further claimed that the advertisement did not 
specify that this amount should be deposited within that time, and 
that the court’s duty was to order a readvertisement of the sale. 

Mr. Friend explained when he appeared in court last week that 
he had a contract with Messrs. Maxwell, Howard and E, S. 
Reynolds, both young business men identified with the paper trade 
in Dayton, to turn the plant over to them under certain conditions, 
but the attorneys representing Catrow and the creditors, except 
Mr. Friend, who was a creditor in the sum of $1,000,000 or more, 
insisted that he show tangible evidence of being able to carry out 
his plan by giving a $300,000 surety bond. 

In the agreement Mr. Friend had made with Messrs. Howard 
and Reynolds, and which was presented to the court, it was stipu- 
lated that Mr. Friend was to turn the plant over to them after 
purchase from the receiver of all property, except the current 
assets, for which they would pay to Friend $100,000 in currency, 
$350,000 in bonds and $100,000 in preferred stock of the corpora- 
tion to be organized. 

It was stipulated that the stock of the new company was to be 
divided into $500,000 common and $500,000 preferred, to bear 6 
pér cent. dividends. It was understood that Mr. Friend would be 
able to secure financial backing from Cincinnati institutions. At- 
torneys Corwin and Craighead argued that Mr. Friend’s plan was 
feasible and practicable, and would be worked out to the satisfac- 
tion of the creditors. 

On the other hand, Attorneys Gottschall and Turner, who rep- 
resented Mr. Catrow and Receiver Sunderland, insisted that Mr. 
Friend be compelled to present some definite assurance that he 
would be successful in his endeavors. The matter was held over 
from Monday until Tuesday, and was threshed out again. Finally, 
in the afternoon, the various interests got together anad the settle- 
ment was effected. The court at once called all parties together 
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to have the entries signed, and the salé of the plant was later 
confirmed, Mr. Catrow securing it under the original plan, which 
met with the approval of the creditors. By this arrangement 25 
cents on the dollar will be paid. The Hayden-Miller Company, of 
Cleveland, and the Rhoades Company, of New York, bankers, wilk 
finance the new organization. Ninety per cent. of the creditors 
agreed to the plan some time ago. The indebtedness of $800,000 will 
be well cared for and the company placed upon a more substantial 
basis. It has been doing: a good business and has made money 
under Receiver Sunderland’s administration, and it is understood 
that he, as well as Arthur H. Nevius, manager of sales, will re- 
main with the company in more responsible positions. 

It is expected that a complete reorganization may. be effected 
by September 1. “ 





$445,000 Bid for Platt Iron Works 


Dayton, Ohio, August 26, 1912—At a meeting held in Referee- 
in-Bankruptcy McConnaughey’s office the latter part of last week, 
Eastern bankers bid $445,000 for the plant of the Platt Iron Works 
in this city, in accordance with the reorganization plans. This bid 
was the only one received, and it was decided to hold a meeting 
of creditors on Friday. 

Creditors decided at the second meeting that the bid was not 
sufficient, and opposed the saie at the above-named figure. At- 
torney Royal Victor, of New York, made a long talk before the 
referee and assembled counsel, in which he urged confirmation of 
the sale and the adoption of the plan in accordance with the con- 
ditions of the bid. 

Some of the creditors’ representatives said the amount was not 
enough, however, and the matter was passed for further consid- 
eration until some time this week, and Referee McConnaughey 
refused to confirm the sale, 

It is understood that if the bid of $445,000 is accepted the 
general creditors will receive about 11 cents on the dollar in set- 
tlement for their claims. The bid under consideration was signed 
by Daniel A. Hohmann and Frederick H. Buss. 





$5,000 Suit Against the Champion Goated Paper Gompany 


Dayton, Ohio, August 26, 1912.—Suit for $5,000 damages has 
been brought in the Common Pleas Court of Butler County against 
the Champion Coated Paper Company by Chas. Motzer for in- 
juries said to have been sustained in the mill. Motzer alleges that 
on February 15, 1912, he was engaged to work as a laborer, his 
duty being to wheel paper rolls on a truck and unload the same 
in another part of the mill. He claims that one day after he was 
employed by the defendant the truck was overloaded by the work- 
men at the plant, and it capsized on account of its excessive weight ; 
that he slipped on some glue paper on the floor and the paper fell 
upon him, severely injuring him. 





Mill Employee Disappears 


Dayton, Ohio, August 26, 1912—Considerable mystery attaches 
to the disappearance of Silas Floyd, until recently employed at the 
plant of the Champion Coated Paper Company in Hamilton. He 
left his home on August 5, telling his wife that he intended to 
take a suit to the cleaners, and since that time she has not seen 
him. Mrs, Floyd heard of a man who had applied for work at the 
Kalamazoo mills, having been assaulted, and sought to ascertain 
his identity, but in vain. Then a report was published concerning 
a murder, but that clue also proved false. The Floyds were mar- 
ried about ten years ago. Over a year ago Floyd went to Lock- 
land, where he obtained employment, his pay not amounting to 
more than $8, of which $6 was sent to his wife. Later, according 
to her claims, he became a backtender and earned $26 per week, but 
she did not know of this and continued to accept the allowance.

AT KALAMAZOO 


Strikers Make Strong Appeal for Their Cause—DMills Facing 
Increased Property Valuation—Paper Man Returns from 
Pleasant Vacation—Michigan Paper Company's Plant 
Nears Completion—Big Dam Near Elkhart Will Be in 
Operation Before End of Year. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLamazco, Mich., August 27, 1912—If defense of their action 
in calling a strike and-in an effort to create public sentiment in their 
favor, the striking employees of the Bryant Paper Company, Kala- 
mazoo Paper Company, King Paper Company and Monarch Paper 
Company, issued a circular letter a few days ago in which they 
make a strong appeal’ for their cause. 

The men deny the charge that they acted hastily in calling 
the strike. They say that eleven hours’ work and Sunday employ- 
ment should not be tolerated. . The strikers also claim that for 
months they made an effort to compel the companies to bring about 
an improvement in working conditions, but without avail. 

National officials of the paper makers’ union believe that if 
they can win the Kalamazoo strike every book paper company 
that is not working eight hours a day can be forced to do so. 

There is no more of a chance of settling the strike today than 
there was when it was first called. There are just a few over 
fifty strikers left in the city. Many of them have gone to other 
paper centres to work, and a large number have secured other 
kinds of employment. 

The removal of the paper output of these four mills is having a 
bad effert on a number of local industries that use the grade of 
paper now on the market. Some of the concerns are running short 
hours, while’ others are greatly handicapped by the closing of 
the mills. 





Real Estate Valuation to Be Increased 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., August 27, 1912.—Troubles for the Kalama- 
zoo paper companies are coming fast and thick these days. Be- 
sides being tied up by a strike, they face a possible doubling of 
their valuations by the State Tax Board. After working in Kala- 
mazoo for many months, the State tax officials a few days ago 
came here and announced that the valuations of the factories and 
homes in Kalamazo would be doubled and in many cases in- 
creased almost three times over what the previous valuation was. 

Alleging that the action of the tax board was purely discrimina- 
tion against Kalamazoo, a mass meeting was called, attended by 
over 2,000 people. At the meeting a committee was appointed to 
fight the action of the State officials. F. H. Milham, of the 
Bryant Paper Company; F. M. Hodge, of the Kalamazoo Paper 
Company, and A. L. Pratt, of the King Paper Company, were 
named on the committee to represent the paper industry of Kala- 
mazoo. If necessary the action of the State Tax Commission will 
be stopped by injunction, 





Mr. and Mrs. Pagenstetcher Back from Vacation 
Katamazoo, Mich., August 27, 1912.—Mr. and Mrs. Felix Pagen- 
stetcher, who have been spending some time at Petoskey, have re- 
turned to their home in this city. Petoskey is in the northern part 
of the State and is regarded as one of the most delightful summer 
resorts in the Middle West. The well known paper company 
official reports a pleasant vacation. 





Dam and Power House Nearing Gompletion 
Katamazoo, Mich., August 26, 1912—The new dam and power 
house being built by the Indiana and Michigan Electric Company 
in the St. Joseph River, near Elkhart, will probably be ready for 
operation before the end of the present year. Foundations for the 
large power house and bases for the fourteen big water wheels 
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are now being laid. The erection of the power house building wil} 


require but a short time. The fourteen wheels will be driven by 
direct current, the water shooting through enormous tubes directly 
against the’ wheel paddles. 





Work on Mill Progresses Rapidly 


KataMazoo, Mich., August 27, 1912.—Work on the addition to 


_ the plant of the Michigan Paper Company, of Painwell, is ad- 


vancing rapidly, and it is believed that the structure will be entirely 
completed at an early date. The last’ part of the original mill has 
now been entirely wiped out. 


A Large Green Bay. Barker 


Owing to the demonstrated success which the Green Bay Barker 
Company has met with the Roberts & Libert barker as a small 
wood machine, which now covers the pulp» producing coun- 
tries of the world, they have been working, for the past few years, 
on a machine of practically the same principles to handle the large 
sized wood as advantageously as their small machine does the 
small wood. About two months ago they tested out the large 
barker before a representative of a big pulp and paper mill in this 
country, and this machine was ordered by him on the same day. 
This firm has since ordered four additional machines, and claim 
that they are working to perfection on 4-foot wood, ranging in 
diameters from 4 to 22 inches. Another mill in West Virginia 
has ordered three large barkers, and will also bark their wood in 
4-foot lengths. The mechanical construction of this large machine 
ig in some respects similar to their small one. 

The machine is heavily and strongly built in three sections. By 
being so constructed, it is easily assembled in the mills, requiring 
only twelve bolts to connect the parts. 

The bumper arm is made of open hearth steel, and the spike 
rolls are of malleable iron. Roller bearing chain is used on the 
machine throughout. 

The cutting head is 42 inches in diameter and contains six 
knives. The machine is run at a speed of 1,100 revolutions per 
minute. The feed and cutting: arrangements are under direct 
control of the operator at all times while the machine is running at 
full speed. The roller frame is supplied with four live rolls, which 
can be instantly reversed by a pedal, and the wood run backward. 
This is, of course, a great advantage in handling the large sized 
woods. The machine requires a floor space of 9x12 feet. 

One of the special features claimed for this machine is that it 
has solved the problem of barking wood to advantage in 4-foot 
lengths. This feature caters especially, at the present time, to sul- 
phite mills, as they claim a great deal of labor and material is 
saved in so doing, and “end waste,” caused by wood going through 
the chippers, is reduced 50 per cent. No doubt, grinders will also 
be built in the near future to accommodate 4-foot wood. 

Patents have been issued ‘and are pending in the United States, 
Canada, Germany, Austria, Norway, Sweden, and other European 
countries, and all infringements will be vigorously prosecuted. 

The company is now working on two hand barker attachments, 
which they will place on the market in the near future.

NEWS FROM MAINE 


Employers’ Liability Law on Republican State Platform—Lum- 
ber Schooner Wrecked—Woodland Booming—Miss Mary 
Gregory Takes Charge of Large Lumber Gang—Float 
of Cutter Girls’ Wins Prize—Paper Makers Seek Ath- 
letic Honors. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. ] 

Watervitte, Me., August 27, 1912—One of Maine’s largest 
spruce land operators, Hon, William T. Haines, Republican can- 
didate for Governor, is strongly recommending passage of an em- 
ployers’ liability law in his campaign speeches about the State in 
preparation for the coming State election, on September 9. Mr. 
Haines wrote the employers’ liability plank in the Republican State 
platform, and is one of its most earnest advocates, although he 
himself is an employer of a large number of men. In an address 
last week he said he knew that some manufacturers are frightened 
at the proposition, but that most of them are prepared for it, 
and labor demands it, and it is sure to come. “The law is humane 
and right,” he said, “and the party or legislature which withholds 
it longer is sure to be condemned by a popular vote. 

“The last census report shows that we have 80,000 workmen in 
this State, and an invested manufacturing capital of $202,260,000. 
The annual value of the product is $176,029,000. The largest num- 
ber of people engaged in any one industry, that of lumber, is about 
15,000. Add to this 8,647 engaged in the pulp and paper business 
and you have nearly 24,000 people dealing with our forest products, 
all of whom need protection under the clauses of this law. In the 
early days there was no need of an employers’ liability law. When 
a farmer put two men at work in a field there was reason in the 
rule of co-servant liability. The farmer ought not to have been 
liable for damages if one carelessly stuck his pitchfork into the 
other. There was reason in the rule also when only a few. men 
were employed in a saw mill that the owner should not be liable 
for the carelessness of one who caused an injury to another 
working in the same way. It was their duty to look out for each 
other’s welfare. But in the manufacturing plant of today, where 
thousands are employed by one corporation, it is unreasonable 
and absurd to hold to these old rules of contributory negligence 
and fellow servant liability as an excuse or defense for injuries 
or loss of life. 

“In the past when a person has been killed or injured in the 
employ of large concerns, suits have been brought to recover dam- 
ages. These large concerns, to protect themselves, have taken out 
employers’ liability insurance at large expense, varying according 
to the size of their payroll. Such suits invariably led to hard 
feelings between employer and laborer. The injured party almost 
always gets a verdict from the jury, whereupon the employer 
carries the case to the law court, and invokes the old rule of co- 
servant liability, negligence of fellow servant or contributory negli- 
gence of employee, and in many cases the verdict is set aside. 
The result is expensive litigation and a settlement unsatisfactory 
to both sides.” 

Mr. Haines is now at the height of his campaign. He is touring 
Maine by automobile and train, and is making several speeches a 
day in behalf of the Republican party and his candidacy. 





Lumber Schooner Wrecked in Heavy Gale 


SoutH Brewer, Me., August 27, 1912—The schooner R. L. Tay, 
owned by the Eastern Manufacturing Company, and bound from 
Bangor to New York with lumber, got into trouble in a southwest 
gale off Narragansett, R. I., last week, and the crew, consisting 
of Capt. W. S. Norwood and four men, were rescued by the life 
savers of the Green Hill Station, which was only established 
August 1. The vessel sprung a leak in the heavy sea and was 
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in a waterlogged condition when the crew was taken off. Distress 
signals were hoisted and the revenue cutter Acushnet arrived on 
the scene Monday and towed the schooner into Newport, where 
she was beached on the flats. 

The schooner R. L. Tay is one of the veterans of the coasting 
vessels on the Atlantic coast. She was built in 1857 in Milford, 
Del. She is 105 feet- long and her gross tonnage is 151. 





Woodland Flourishing 
Wooptanp, Me., August 27, 1912—This town, the newest of 
Maine’s flourishing paper mill communities, is booming. The ad- 
dition to the paper bag factory and the development of Grand Falls 
has caused new families to move here, and in consequence house 
rents have begun to increase. The Woodland Company has in 
course of erection, with some already completed, twenty double

Improvements at Los Angeles Paper Manufacturing Company 

In response to an inquiry regarding the improvements at the Los 
Angeles Paper Manufacturing Company, Los Angeles, Cal., R. E. 
Brown, secretary of the company, writes THE JouRNAL in part as 
follows: 

“We are adding a beater room and basement, 35x70 feet, and 
increasing our machine room_so that it will be 6ox160 feet, and 
adding another three-cylinder machine to trim 72-inch sheet. Also 
four 11,000-pound beaters to be driven by motors. This additional 
equipment will increase our capacity to about 20 to 25 tons per 
twenty-four hour day. 

“Our product being dry saturating and deadening felt, red and 
gray sheathing, blue plaster board, rag wrapping and car lining 
papers. The additional machinery will be ready for operation 
about January I, 1913.” 


To Extract Sulphur from “Iron Pyrites Ore” 

The West Virginia Pulp & Paper Company, which uses large 
quantities of sulphur in its sulphide plant in the manufacture of 
paper, is contemplating the erection of a plant for the extracting 
of sulphur from “Iron Pyrites ore.” It is said the ore in the rough 
will be obtained from Pyrites, Canada, and will be transferred to 
Mechanicville, N. Y., by barges, and after extracting the sulphur 
through a burning process the iron ore which remains will be 
sold to firms operating iron furnaces. It is also said that the 
product which remains after the extraction of the sulphur finds a 
ready market. The obtaining of a sulphur supply by the proposed 
system is new in this section, but has been in vogue at Virginia 
paper mills for several years.

Barytes Production and Uses 


Te production of crude barytes in the United States in-.1911, 
as anounced by the United States Geological Survey, was 38,445 
short tons, valued at $122,792, Compared with the production 
of the preceding year this was a decrease of 4,530 tons in quantity 
but an increase of $1,046 in value. The total quantity of refined 
barytes reported as sold by mills in 1911 was 39,611 short tons, 
valued at $503,867. 

The greater part of the barytes produced in the United States 
is used as a pigment in the manufacture of mixed paints. It is 
also used in the manufacture of lithopone, a white pigment. Other 
uses for the mineral are in the manufacture of rubber, wall paper, 
asbestos cement, and poker chips, and in tanning leather. A use 
of barytes reported from Italy is in the manufacture of gorgonzola 
cheese. The cheese receives a covering in the form of a thick, 
heavy crust of the finely ground material which has the property 
of affording just sufficient protection from aeration. 

Barytes occurs in veins as a gangue of metallic ores, also in veins 
in sandstone and limestone, or as a replacement of limestone. 
The mineral has a wide range in geologic time and an extensive 
distribution. In the United States the principal sources are, how- 
ever, limited to two districts—the Missouri district and the Appa- 
lachian district. A single county in Missouri—Washington County 
—produced about 45 per cent. of the total output.

Hotes of the Trade 


The Franklin Coated Paper Company, of Franklin, Ohio, has se- 
cured the contract to furnish paper for the Woman’s Home Com- 
panion, which is published in Springfield.

These rights have already been obtained in Me- 
chanic Falls, Casco, Raymond and Gorham. 

At the last regular meeting of Turners Falls local of tne Pa- 
per Makers’ Union several candidates were initiated. There are 
still a few of the skilled help of the International Paper Company 
who have not joined the local, but these will be taken in at the 
next meeting. Several new members have also been admitted 
into the pulp and sulphite workers’ union, so that the whole plant 
is again unionized. 

Omaha creamery companies are contemplating the use of paper 
milk bottles to replace glass. One of the exhibitors at the recent 
convention of National Stationers’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
had this new article on display and submitted the proposition to 
the creamery companies. The bottles are made of waxed paper 
and are to be thrown away after one filling. The paper bottles 
are said to be more sanitary and cheaper.

Fire destroyed the old Gardner talc mill at Taleville, N. Y., on 
the morning of August 21, belonging to the International Pulp 
Company. The damage was estimated at $50,000. 

The A. H. Hubbard Paper Company, Greenville, Conn., has been 
shut down for the last two Saturdays, partly on account of low 
water and partly because the company is building a storage reser- 
voir on its premises for fire purposes during the dry seasons. 

The West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, at Luke, near Bloom- 
ington, Md., is constructing a large storage dam at Dobbin on the 
line of the W. M. Railway, near Garrett County line, in which 
it will store water sufficient for the operation of the plant for a 
period of three months during the dry seasons. 

The Yellow Pine Paper Mill Company has signed a contract 
for the erection of a new warehouse, 30x150 feet, two stories high. 
Work on theconcrete piers for the new Swedish incinerator and 
evaporator is progressing rapidly. The first shipment of this ma- 
chinery is expected at the mill during the next few days. 

Wednesday, at the end of the day tour, the employees of the 
cutter room of the Oxford Mill at Rumford, Me., presented their 
foreman, C. H. Davis, with a handsome silk, gold handle um- 
brella bearing his monogram, and a box of cigars in honor of his 
birthday. Mr. Davis has had charge of the cutter room for sev- 
eral years and is held in high esteem by the employees. 

The death of William Burgboss, one of Woodland, Me., first 
settlers, and an employee of the St. Croix Paper Mill since it 
started, seven years ago, occurred at Woodland recently. Mf, 
Burgboss was assistant master mechanic. He was a Civil War 
veteran and sixey-eight years of age at the time of his death. 
Five children survive him. 

The Raymondsville Paper Company has just completed the con- 
struction of a 300-foot concrete flume at its plant on the Racquet 
River, which will increase the available horse power for use at 
the mill from 2,500 to 4,500. The flume was built by the company, 
no contractors being employed. It will allow the mills to grind 
nearly twice as much wood as formerly, and will increase the paper 
output of the mills to quite an extent. The work on the flume 
was started last fall. 

The annual shutdown of the Carew Paper Company at South 
Hadley Falls, Mass., began last Monday, and will last until after 
Labor Day. All the employees of the mill are laid off, but the 
premises will be the scene of much activity all through the week, 
for the time is to be utilized for a general renovation and also to 
make all necessary repairs. Those employed in the mill as paper 
makers have been granted a holiday of two weeks beginning Au- 
gust 20. 

The preliminary work toward the construction of a large paper 
mill in Neenah, Wis., has been started. The “Soo” line freight 
depot will be removed to make room for the new mill which is to 
be built by the Bergstrom Paper Company. Plans are now being 
drawn for the mill which will be one of the most modern in the 
country. The foundation will be laid this fall and as much of the 
building completed as possible before cold weather sets in.

Jack Pine and Hemlock versus Spruce 

In this issue, on pages 54, 56 and 60, we are presenting the final 
installments of J. H. Thickens’ thesis on “Jack Pine and Hemlock 
for Mechanical Pulp.” Mr. Thickens has dealt with the subject in 
a most scientific and practical way, and it is most gratifying to us 
to note that our many readers have read the articles appearing 
from week to week with keen interest. This is brought forcibly 
to us by the many requests for back copies, and even for addi- 
tional files. 

In dealing with the subject, which was first explained in the 
July 25 edition of the Journat, Mr. Thickens shows how the price 
of spruce has advanced from $4.83 per cord in 1900 to $9.32 in 1909, 
and the great need of a substitute for the chief raw material used 
in the rapidly expanding pulp and paper industry. 

Experiments have been carried on for some time by the Forest 
Service of the United States and the American Paper and Pulp 
Association with several of the woods which grow in large quanti- 
ties on this continent. Up to the present time these experiments 
have been made chiefly with Jack Pine and Hemlock, together 
with a small amount of spruce for the purpose of comparison, 
The experiments were conducted at Wausaw, Wis., under the 
supervision of the director and assistant director of the Forest 
Products Laboratory and an advisory committee of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association, consisting of G. F. Steele, first vice- 
president of the Nekoosa-Edwards Paper Company, Port Edwards, 
Wis., chairman; D. C. Everest, secretary and general manager; 
Marathon Paper Mills Company, Wausau, Wis.; W. L. Edmonds, 
secretary and manager, Wausau Paper Mills Co., Brokaw, Wis.; 
A. M. Pride, Tomahawk Paper Co., Tomahawk, Wis.; William 
Eibel, treasurer of the Rhinelander Paper Company, of Rhine- 
lander, Wis., and W. G. McNaughton. 

Mr. Thickens, who is a chemical engineer in Forest Products, of 
the Department of Agriculture; explains very carefully the course 
of these experiments and shows that both Jack Pine and Hemlock 
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are practical for commercial uses. Not only have sheets of pulp 
been obtained from these woods, but it has also been demonstrated 
that paper has been made from them on commercial machines, 
operating at high speed and under all other conditions of actual 
commercial practice, which has the strength, finish and appearance 
of standard news print paper. 

The text matter has gone before. In this issue only the final 
tables are given, viz., tables 5, 6, 78 and 9. These tables show the 
data secured by tests on Jack Pine, Hemlock and mixtures of the 
two woods with spruce. In many cases the data on power con- 
sumption and production do not agree under the same pressure 
condition, speed and type of burr. In these instances, however, 
the differences can be accounted for by the fact that if the same 
kind of burr was used, the stones were of different sharpness. 

Surfaces of stones are hard to duplicate in several different tests, 
though the same production and the same power is consumed. For 
this reason the power and production data in the tables can be 
applied only approximately to commercial plants. In other words, 
if a grinder operates under conditions as shown in tables 5, 6 and 


7, the data given will closely approximate the actual working 
conditions. 


Caustic Soda Under the hammer 


Unsettled trade conditions which have been brewing in the 
caustic soda market since the beginning of the year have finally 
crystallized in an open cut in prices, and the situation has the ear- 
marks of a serious trade war. According to views of some of the 
largest dealers, current prices are below the cost of production 
and sensational developments would not be surprising if the com- 
petitive attitude is prolonged for any length of time. Incidentally, 
buyers are offered the most favorable trading basis since 1899, 
and it seems probable that an enormous volume of contract busi- 
ness will be placed within the next few days. . 

The action of the market is something entirely unusual for caus- 
tic soda. This item has been characterized by uniform prices, and 
consumers have felt confident of placing orders for their year’s 
requirements in January without a thought to a variation of values. 
So well regulated was the general market that prices from 1908 
until 1911 remained without change at 1.75@1.90c. per pound, for 
70 to 78 per cent. on the basis of 60 per cent. In March, Io11, 
the selling price was reduced to 1.70@1.75c. This year, the selling 
basis was established at 1.55@1.60c. in July, and last week these 
quotations were cut to 1.50@r1.55c.; all figures represented are on 
the basis of 60 per cent., which is now held at 1.60@165c. 

The present situation is directly the result of increased domestic 
production, due to the entrance of new manufacturers into the mar- 
ket. The new concerns are located in the North and West, and 
their policy has destroyed the equilibrium of values and made 
business a sort of “over the counter” affair. The first evidence 
of price-cutting appears to have started when an agreement, said 
to be a “gentlemen’s one,” was formed early last year to protect 
prices. The agreement is reported to have worked nicely for a 
few months, when it was discovered that the traces had been 
broken and one of the horses escaped. Others in the agreement 
were not slow in cutting loose, and the result of their tactics is 
reflected in the market at the present time. 

Paper mills are estimated to rank fourth among the largest con- 
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sumers of caustic soda, the soap, textile and oil industries taking 
precedence. The item (Sodium Hydroxide) (Na—OH) is very 
similar to the potassium compound, but is used much more ex- 
tensively because it is cheaper. Caustic soda is generally manufac- 
tured by treating sodium carbonate in a solution with calcium 
hydroxide. There are several, however, who produce by the new 
electrolytic process. The character of manufacture, however, has 
cut no figure in market prices, and the disposition at present is to 
secure trade and let values take care of themselves. Consumers 
are, therefore, offered the opportunity to make profitable pur- 
chases at the expense of sellers. It is true that conditions prevail- 
ing do not offer much suggestion of enhanced prices, but on the 
other hand it would seem that any material depreciation is out of 
the question. Prices representing a loss to the producer are bound 
to be temporary, and too much conservatism on the part of the 
consumer may prove a lost opportunity. 

In conclusion, it is of interest to note that new enterprises en- 
gaged in the manufacture of caustic soda have been started, and 
existing plants have extended their works and increased their 
facilities in the face of a declining market. The average price of 
caustic soda has decreased since 1900 from $46.87 per ton to below 
$40 at the present time. The reduction in the cost has been effected 
in spite of the fact that consumption has increased during the same 
period from 59,000 tons to 170,000 tons. Importations from abroad 
in 1890 amounted to about 40,000 tons, with a home production of 
about 10,000 tons. In 1900 the importations had decreased to 5,700 
tons, and steadily declined until the year 1906, when they practi- 
cally disappeared. It is obvious, therefore, that the American pro- 
ducers of caustic soda have met the greatly increasing demand of 
the American consumer, lowered prices to him and driven out 
importations from abroad. 


There has been a marked improvement in the Sicilian sulphur 
industry during the years 1910 and 1911, when 445,584 metric tons 
were exported. The improved demand for brimstone is attributed 
mainly to improved conditions of the wine market in wine growing 
countries. There is also some increase in the use of brimstone 
for industrial purposes, as in the case of Sweden, where it is used 
in the preparation of wood pulp.

United States Weather Bureau Investigates Flood Situation With 
a View of Establishing a Warning System—Big Pulp 
Wood Deal On—Green River Is Among the Best Water 
Streams in the Country—C. B. Pride Tells of Alaskan 


Possibilities. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27, 1912—The four floods that have 
occurred in the Wisconsin River valley during the past twelve 
months has caused the United States Weather Bureau to make 
a study of the situation, and it is believed now that a system has 
been devised whereby warnings of dangerous conditions can be 
issued to the various cities of the valley a sufficiently long time in 
advance to be of material value to manufacturing interests. A 
member of the Dubuque, Ia. station, who has been at work on 
the project of formulating the Wisconsin River system, says: 

“Floods of the Wisconsin River during the past year have 
given this office invaluable data for the completion of a forecast 
scheme for that river, similar to the one in use for the Missis- 
sippi River. It will soon be completed, and it will be possible to 
issue prompt and accurate forecasts of Wisconsin River floods, 
at least as far northward as Wausau, except possibly local floods 
that might be caused by dams going out or by a cloudburst over 
a very limited region.. Whenever there are floods at the head- 
waters of the Wisconsin River there is always great apprehen- 
sion in the lower valley that the flood will move down the river 
with sufficient height of water to cause great property loss. 
Only under certain, conditions can this happen, and these are the 


conditions that are being studied, with a view to predicting the 


floods when they occur, and, if they are not going to occur, to 
assure the inhabitants of the valley that there is no danger. 
Four floods have-occurred in the valley within a year, two of 
much importance and two of minor importance, and it is upon 
the data gathered by the weather bureau from these floods that 
the forecast scheme will be based. Prior to the occurrence of 
these floods there were no river gauges on the upper Wis- 
consin River during the floods and no data available for study. 
Much speculation: has been indulged in as to the reason why the 
great Wausau flood last month did not cause much damage in 
the lower valley. One reason given, for instance, is that the 
swamps took up the water. The chief reason is that the lower 
river (from Grand Rapids southward) was at low stage, and the 
amount of water from the upper river, as great as it was, was 
insufficient to raise the water of the lower river to high flood 
stage. All the water reached the Mississippi that could be ex- 
pected from such a flood.” 

Manufacturers along the Wisconsin River will be pleased with 
the announcement that the United States Weather Bureau is 
about to introduce such a protective system and it is believed 
much good will accrue. Had Wausau people last month had only 
a few hours’ warning of the disastrous flood, no doubt many 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property could have been saved. 





Important Pulp Wood and Timber Deal 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27, 1912—Negotiations in an impor- 
tant pulp wood and timber deal were closed at Escanaba, Mich., 
last week when the United Logging Company, of Escanaba, sold 
its holdings to the Kimberly-Clark Company, of Neenah, and the 
Beaver Timber Company, a newly organized concern, compris- 
ing chiefly members of the Menasha Woodenware Company, of 
Menasha, and the Escanaba Manufacturing Company, of Es- 
canaba. It is reported the Kimberly-Clark Company has pur- 
chased all of the holdings of the old company in the Watersmeet 
district, while the Beaver Timber Company has taken over the 
property of the Beaver branch. It is understood here the pur- 
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chasers of the holdings of the old company will continue opera- 
tions in the separate districts along lines similar to those that 
have been followed since the organization of the United Logging 
Company. The offices of the old company at Escanaba have 
been closed and the affairs of the company turned over com- 
pletely to the new owners. 





Geological Survey Reports on the Green River 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27, 1912—According to a copy of the 
United States Geological Survey received here this week, the 
Green River, main branch of the Colorado River in the State of 
Colorado, is among the best water streams in the country still 
unused for power purposes. All the river and its tributaries are 
being used for now is irrigation. Theoretically it would be 
possible at the present time, according to the Survey, by utlizing 
known storage sites; to develop about 1,500,000 horse power in 
the basin of the Green River. From Wells, Wyo., to the Wyom- 
ing State line, a distance of 225 miles, the stream has an aver- 
age fall of 11 feet to the mile, and from the Wyoming State line 
to the mouth of Minnie Maud Creek, a distance of 200 miles, the 
average fall is seven feet to the mile. The total fall between 
those two points is 3,875 feet. Water is plentiful the year 
around. 





Contract for Bergstrom Paper Gompany Addition Let 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27, 1912—The contract for the con- 
struction of the new mill to be added to the plant of the Berg- 
strom Paper Company, at Neenah, was let last Saturday to the 
C. R. Meyer & Sons Company, of Oshkosh, who will start excava- 
tion work immediately and rush construction to completion with 
all possible haste consistent with thorough work. The new 
mill will practically double the daily production of the Bergstrom 
company. It is expected the buildings will be completed early 
next year. Contracts for machinery and general equipment will 
be awarded in the near future. 





Soo Railroad Goncrete Wall Almost Gompleted 


AppLeton, Wis., August 27, 1912—The Soo Railroad does not 
intend taking any more chances on being flooded at Eau Claire 
by high water in the Eau Claire River. Within the ensuing week 
it. is expected a reinforced concrete river wall will be com- 
pleted to protect the railroad yards from further devastation 
as a result of floods. The wall is about 600 feet long and twenty- 
eight feet high. Several times during the highwater stages of 
recent months the road has been seriously handicapped at Eau 
Claire by the flooding of its yards. 





Good Opportunities in Alaska, Says GC. B. Pride 


AppLeton, Wis., August 27, 1912—C. B. Pride, paper mill 
architect and builder, who for some years has made Spokane, 
Wash., his headquarters and previously was among the leading 
mill builders of the Middle West. with offices in Appleton, is 
looking Alaska-ward for extension and immediate further de- 
velopment of the paper industry. Mr. Pride is spending a couple 
of days at his home in this city. “As a paper making locality, 
Alaska has a remarkable and possibly unexcelled future,” de- 
clares Mr. Pride. “Just at present, of course, there is not much 
of a market and the manufactured product would, of course, have 
to be shipped to the States, but railroads are being built into 
Alaska, and in my opinion it will be only a comparatively few 
years when that country will have grown immensely and will 
be one of the leading paper making centres of the country. 
To begin with, the coal supply is easy of access and practically 
inexhaustible. Then there are water powers galore, and better 
still, the raw material for the manufacture of paper is there in 
vast quantities.” 
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It had been reported here that Mr. Pride is interested in a 
company contemplating the erection of a paper mill in Alaska. 
When asked concerning this rumor he would neither confirm or 
deny it. He intimated, however, that a company has not yet 
been formed but might be in the near future with a view of locat- 
ing a plant in the far northern country. Mr. Pride is interesting 
himself in several other paper and pulp mill projects in the West, 
none of which, however, is ready for announcement at this time. 
He.expects to remain here a week or so longer before returning 
to his Spokane offices: 





Mrs. G. Frank Steele Passes Away 


Appteton, Wis., August 27, 1912—Word was received in 
Appleton last week announcing the death at Jamaica Plain, 
Mass., recently of Mrs. Steele, wife of G. Frank Steele, presi- 
dent of the Brunet Falls Manufacturing Company, of Cornell, 
Wis., and interested in a number of paper and pulp companies of 
the Wisconsin River valley. She was born in Ludlow, Vt., and 
in 1880 came to Wisconsin to take charge of the department of 
music at Lawrence University, Appleton. Three years later she 
became the wife of G. F. Steele. She is survived by her husband 
and four children. 


Honor Dead of Twenty-three Years Ago 

Appteton, Wis., August 27, 1912.—Special mass was held at St. 
Mary’s Church, Menasha, last Friday morning, at which time 
prayer was offered for the peaceful repose of the souls of the 
victims of the Whiting paper mill disaster in that city twenty- 
three years ago on that day. Fourteen employees of the plant 
lost their lives in the explosion that demolished a large portion 
of the mill. Most of them were members of St. Mary’s Church. 
Each year on August 22 special services are held in memory of 
the unfortunate men. .

rain and snowfall during the spring. Moreover, the requirements 
of the fruit trade have turned out to be about the largest on 
record. This, coupled with the moderate increase in mercantile 
requirements, is giving the mills heavier orders than they have had 
for several months. 

The box board business is keeping up in good shape, but the 
supply is keeping pace with the demartd fairly well, and will prob- 
ably continue to do so without the establishment of new plants. 

The recent project for the opening of a new mill seems to have 
been dropped, for the present at least, having received little finan- 
cial support, and it is very doubtful whether this market would 
support another mill. 


NEWS PRINT MILLS BUSY: 


Toronto, Canada, August 27, 1912.—News print dealers report 
an enhanced demand for the output of the mills. A considerable 
portion of this is due to the rapid consumption by western Cana- 
dian newspapers. A similar pressure for supplies is reported by 
the book and writing mills. The general list of quotations re- 
mains without substantial change.

The Process of Obtaining Rosin 
Question No. 2094. 

I would like to know what rosin is and how it is obtained? 
ANSWER: 

Rosin is the solid residue left after the distillation of crude tur- 
pentine. The rosin or crude turpentine exudes from the pine trees, 
chiefly the long leaf pine of the Southeastern Atlantic and Gulf 
States. This rosin is of a whitish color and of semi-solid con- 
sistency. A number of deep incisions are made in the trunk of the 
tree, starting about one foot from the ground, and each incision or 
“box” holds about a quart of the crude rosin. The number of 
boxes cut in each tree depends on its size. 

As the season advances the flow of rosin is increased by remov- 
ing the bark and wood to a depth of one inch above the box. At 
regular intervals the exuded rosin is collected and distilled. The 
still used for distilling rosin is made of copper and varies in ca- 
pacity from ten to fifty barrels of crude turpentine. It is mounted 
on brickwork and has a furnace underneath. After the still has 
been charged some water is run in and the contents heated. : The 
fire is increased gradually until the contents of the still have 
reached the boiling point, which temperature is maintained until 
practically all the volatile matter has been distilled over. As the 
distillation proceeds water is added from time to time so as to re- 
place that lost by evaporation and to prevent the product fron’ 
being darkened by incipient burning. 

The distillate, separated from the water that has been distilled 
over with it, constitutes the oil of turpentine of commerce. 

The hot liquid residuum in the still is now discharged through a 
valve near the bottom, is strained through sieves or wires of in- 
creasing mesh up to No. 80, usually three in number, and is finally 
run into barrels. 

A charge of twelve barrels of crude turpentine, weighing upward 
of 4,500 pounds, will yield on distillation about 3,600 pounds of 
rosin and about 900 pounds of oil of turpentine. The gross weight 
of a barrel of rosin is about 500 pounds and the net weight aver- 
ages about 420 pounds, the barrel itself always being paid for at the 
same rate as the rosin. Rosin is sold on a basis of 280 pounds 
to a barrel, and according to law the empty barrel may weigh 15 
per cent. of the weight of the barrel when filled. This is equiva- 
lent to forty pounds for Alabama and seventy pounds for Sa- 
vannah cooperage. 

There are fifteen grades of rosin, varying in color from “water 
white,” which is clear and almost colorless, to the lowest grade 
commercially known as “C. A.” which is practically black in color. 
The various qualities arise from the length of time during which the 
crude rosin is collected from a single “camp.” The first year’s run 
furnishes the best grades while with each succeeding year a more 
inferior grade is obtained. Rosin is graded by sample, a % inch 
cube being cut from the head of each barrel. 

Uniformity of size is important, as the thickness of the cube 
determines the shade of the color, and, therefore the value. 
Those who buy and sell rosin are provided with sample cubes rep- 
resenting the quality of the standard grades. The determination of 
the quality of a shipment, therefore, is simply a matter of compar- 
ing the sample cubes with those of the standard grades. 

Rosin is acid in its composition, consisting of the anhydrides of 
the so called rosin acids. Like oil, rosin can be almost entirely 
saponified with soda ash. As rosin decreases in quality from the 
brighter shades to the darker shades, the percentage of unsaponi- 
fiable matter increases. 
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Jordan Engines Run the Same in Either Direction 
Question No. 2095: 

I should like to ask through the Questions columns if it makes 
any difference which way a Jordan engine is run? 
ANSWER: 

It makes no difference which way a Jordan engine is run; the 
results are the same when run in either direction. If you contem- 
plate reversing the motion of a Jordan that has been in use for 
some time you will probably succeed in pulling the filling out of it, 
as the wire edge of the knives will be very apt to engage the knives 
of the roll and the result will be a collapse of the shell filling. To 
overcome this the engine should be reground before using the 
altered motion. 

There may be some cases where owing to transmission of the 
power of the engine that it.can only be run one way, but as far 
as the action of the Jordan itself is concerned it will do as good 
work one way as the other. 


Di and Tetra-Paper 

Written for THe Paper TRADE JourRNAL by C. E. Bandelin. 
The convenient testing papers, “Di” and “Tetra,” should be more 
generally known in America. The first is used to determine easily 
the percentage of ground wood in paper, and the second to de- 
termine the percentage of incrusting substances remaining in sul- 
phite pulp. 

The papers are prepared in Germany and sold cut in strips about 
one-quarter to 2 inches, and impregnated with some organic chemi- 
cals. They are used in the following way: A moistened strip is 
folded and placed between two pieces of the paper or pulp to be 
tested. These are then squeezed lightly together and allowed to 
rest for a short time, when they acquire a color more or less 
pronounced—red or pink for di-paper and violet for tetra-paper. 
After drying these colors are compared with a standard scale of a 
dozen different shades of the same color accompanying each set. 
The shades become darker in proportion to the increased percentage 
of ground wood pulp or incrusting substances. For example, say 
that the more or less deep red or pink shades on the scale for di- 
paper exactly matched the colors produced by a series of papers, 
each of which contained 5 per cent. more of the ground wood pulp 
than the one preceding. Then the color of the sample can always 
be interpolated between two of the shades on the scale, if it can- 
not be exactly matched, and the approximate percentage calculated 
in this way. 

The same rule applies to the use of tetra-paper, although the 
color is different. Colored papers must first be bleached, of 
course, and the cost of a flask containing about 100 strips is only 
a few marks. 


The Red Goloration of Sulphite Pulp 

At a recent meeting of the Verein der Zellstoff und Papier 
Chemiker (Association of Cellulose and Paper Chemists) in 
Berlin, it was resolved to withdraw from the prize competitions 
for. 1906—1910 the subjects d and m dealing with the recovery 
of soda and the extraction of salts from the waste liquors of 
the soda cellulose manufacturing process, because during the 
course of the latter year exhaustive researches had been made 
publicly whereby the prize problems had been solved 

It was announced that the firm of Messrs. Hugo Hartig, of 
Hamburg, had placed a prize of 1,500 marks at the disposal of 
the association for a paper giving a satisfactory explanation of 
the cause of the red coloration that develops in certain un- 
bleached, strong fibred sulphite pulps, as well as the possibility 
of preventing it by suitable precautions in the process of manu- 
facture. After prolonged discussion, in which most of those 
present participated, it was resolved to accept, with thanks, the 
offer of Messrs. Hartig and the terms of the competition were 
embodied in a resolution that will shortly be made public.

ON THE PAGIFIG GOAST 


Jobbers Agree to Confine Printing Paper Sales to Printers and 
Publishers—TZellerbach Paper Company Launches House 
Organ—Shipments of News Steadily Increasing—Inland 
Empire Company Plans to Spend Half a Million—Nego- 
tiations Under Way for a New Concern at Spokane— 
Pacific Coast Items. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, Cal., August 22, 1912.—A radical change has 
just been put in effect by the chain of firms on the Coast operat- 
ing in San Francisco as the Pacific Coast Paper Company, and 
including the Sierra Paper Company at Los Angeles, the Mutual 
Paper Company at Seattle, Wash., and the Southwestern Paper 
Company at Dallas and Houston, Tex. Under the new policy, 
these companies will hereafter confine their sales of printing 
paper to printers and publishers only, and all requests for quota- 
tions by the consumer will be referred to the printers from whom 
he desires to have estimates. This departure has been made in 
appreciation of the fact that the best interests of the printer can 
be conserved by assuring him of every possible avenue of profit. 
The change seems to have made a great hit with the local print- 
ing trade, and Mr. Doane, manager of the Pacific Coast Paper 
Company, states that it has been well received by about nine- 
tenths of the printers, resulting already in a number of new ac- 
counts. Some consumers have made objections, however, and a 
great deal of time has been spent in the last month in explaining 
the matter to them. As a rule the explanations given are satis- 
factory, and on the whole the change promises to be of great 
benefit in every way. Mr. Doane believes that this way of doing 
business is a great improvement over that formerly in use, and 
will eventually be adopted by the majority of paper dealers all 
over the country. 


Zellerbach Paper Gompany’s House Organ 

San Francisco, Cal., August 22, 1912—The Zellerbach Paper 
Company is the latest firm on the Coast to publish a house 
organ, the first issue of which appeared late last month. The 
new magazine is called the Courier, and needless to say is of the 
finish material and workmanship. The contents include a number 
of interesting articles by men well known in the trade, and a 
column of jokes which really seem to be new, as well as inter- 
esting notes from the Zellerbech stores at San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Seattle, Los Angeles and Portland. 

The Zellerbach company is still following its policy of expan- 
sion, the latest addition being made by the acquisition of the busi- 
ness of the Economic Can Company of this city. This com- 
pany has been a large manufacturer of paper cans of all de- 
scriptions, for which there is a growing demand for handling tea, 
coffee, salt and all dry materials. Mailing tubes of the plain, 
telescope and screw-top types are also manufactured on a large 
scale. Both manufacturing and selling ends of this business are 
now conducted by the Zellerbach Paper Company under its own 
name. Ben Levison and I. Zellerbach, of this company, who have 
been on their vacations, are now back at work. 

The Seattle, Wash., branch of the Zellerbach Paper Company 
is now working on the problem of standardizing its lines to con- 
form with those carried by other branches. The fruit paper busi- 
ness at that branch is turning out very heavy, contracts having 
been received for about 60 carloads for use in the Washington 
fruit districts. 





News Print Shipments Increasing 
San Francisco, Cal., August 22, 1912—-Shipments of news 
prints from the Northern mills to San Francisco and Los Angeles 
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are steadily increasing, but notwithstanding the increase in pro- 


duction there seems to be no surplus on the market. The steamer 
Edith is bringing a cargo of 1,000 tons to this port from the 
Powell River plant, said to be the largest single shipment of this 
kind which has ever arrived here. The newspapers, both here 
and in the North, are well satisfied with the Powell River prod- 
uct. So far most of the arrivals here have been held in bond, 
pending the settlement of the tariff, but as it is reported that the 
duty on news paper shipments from British Columbia has been 
taken off it is expected that it will be released very soon. It 
seems likely that there will be some surplus here within the next 
year or two, as one of the other mills will probably get into the 
news business on a large scale within that time, and as its equip- 
ment gets warmed up the Powell River plant will doubtless turn 
out a much heavier tonnage than at the start. The territory to 
which Coast news can be shipped by rail is limited, and it is not 
certain what disposition will be made of any surplus that may 
exist. 

Fibre from the British Columbia Sulphite Fibre .Company’s 
mills, at Howe Sound, is well received by a number of Coast 
paper manufacturers, and the demand is all that could be ex- 
pected. This material-is being brought into San Francisco in 
considerable quantities and with fair regularity. At last report, 
the opening of the Ocean Falls mill was still delayed. 





To Make Paper Bottles 

SpoKANE, Wash., August 24, 1912.—A plant for the manufacture 
of paper bottles for liquids and foodstuffs is in prospect for this 
city. The Purity Paper Bottle Company, of Washington, D. C., 
has opened negotiations with the Chamber of Commerce, looking 
to the establishment of such a factory here. 
- It is stated that close to $50,000 will probably be required for 
the construction and equipment of the plant, and that a score or 
more of persons will be on the payroll. 





Inland Empire Company to Spend $500,000 


SPoKANE, Wash., August 24, 1912—Five hundred thousand dol- 
lars more is to be expended by the Inland Empire Paper Com- 
pany of this city in improving its plant at Millwood, a Spokane 
suburb, and in building a concrete dam across the Spokane River 
rear the mill. .Construction of the dam has been in contempla- 
tion by the company ever since the mill, with an output of about 
twenty tons of paper per day, was started about a year ago, but 
plans for the other improvements have just been made. 

Officers of the firm state that the capacity of the mill be 
doubled at a cost of about one hundred thousand dollars and that 
work on the dam, which will cost four hundred thousand dollars, 
will begin in the near future. This big wall of concrete will be 
twenty-five feet in height and one hundred and fifty feet in 
length. It is expected to raise the water sufficiently to turn 
wheels that will develop in the neighborhood of six thousand 
horse power of electricity. 

These plans were outlined at the regular annual meeting of the 
company’s trustees and stockholders held in this city a few years 
ago. . 

The election of officers for the coming year, which was also 
held at this time, resulted in the re-election of Wilbur S. Years- 
ley, of this city, as president; L. M. Alexander, Minneapolis, Wis., 
vice-president, and W. A. Brazeau, of Spokane, as secretary- 
treasurer and general manager, positions each of them have held 
since the formation of the company. 

All of the above-mentioned men and Judson G. Rosebush, 
Appleton, Wis., and H. W. Nehf, Spokane, are on the board of 
trustees. 

Each of them, together with C. A. Jasperson, secretary of the

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MAGHINE FOR. MAKING PAPER 
SHELLS 


Apparatus Perfected by Henry Auchu, of Emporium, Pa.— 
Provides for a Novel Automatic Machine Adapted to Re- 
ceive a Continuous Paper Tube to Be Transformed into 
a Cartridge or Shell, and to Sever the Tube at a Pre- 
determined Time—Description by Inventor, Etc.

A machine for making paper cartridges or shells has been per- 
fected by Henry Auchu, of Emporium, Cameron County, Pa., 
who thus describes his invention: 

In my invention, the continuous tube of paper which is formed 
by any approved machine, is presented to one of a series of 
rotatably mounted mandrels of my machine, and at a time pre- 
determined by its feed automatically operates mechanism releas- 
ing a saw which severs the continuous tube, thereby cutting off 
the shell therefrom; thereafter the mandrel which has received 
the shell is automatically turned into a position where novel 
folding or crimping mechanism closes the outer open end of said 
shell, and, preferably, mechanism is also used which stamps the 
shell with its designating characters or trademark, the cutting 
saw meanwhile having been restored to its normal position ready 
for a repetition of the operation on another section of the con- 
tinuous paper tube which has been received on a _ succeeding 
mandrel, and the finished shell is finally automatically discharged 
from its mandrel, preferably by the use of air pressure which 
is introduced against the folded end thereof at a predetermined 
time. 

In the accompanying drawings: Fig. 1 is a front elevation of the 
machine; Fig. 2, a side elevation; Fig. 3, a longitudinal partial 
section of the folding and crimping plungers; Fig. 4, an end view 
thereof; Fig. 5, a sectional detail showing the interior construc- 
tion of the mandrels, whereby the shell is discharged; and Fig. 6, 
a detail of the cam arrangement for operating the folding and 
crimping mechanism. 

The machine frame 1 supports a fixed shaft 2 on. which is 
rotatably mounted, between set collars 3 and 4, the hub 5 of the 
mandrel wheel which is composed of said hub and a plurality, four 
in the present instance, of hollow mandrels 6, whose inner ends 
rest against the shaft 2, being packed in any desired fashion, in 
position to communicate, at a certain point of their revolution 
on shaft 2, with an opening 7 (Fig. 5), which communicates with 
the hollow interior 8 of said shaft 2, and receives air pressure 
which is admitted to the interior of the shaft 2 via the pipe 9 
(Fig 2). In consequence, when a given mandrel has its interior 
in line with the ports 7, the air pressure enters the mandrel and 
presses against the shell contained thereon and effects its dis- 
charge, a plurality of openings 10 being provided in the end of 
each mandrel to distribute the air against the closed or crimped 
end of the shell. Each of the mandrels is provided with an ad- 
justable nut or collar 11, whose adjustment can be effected by 
providing screw-threads 12 on the mandrel, or said collar or nut 
can be provided with a set screw and the screw-threads be dis- 
pensed with. Slidable on the mandrel is a gauge collar 13 which 
may be provided with a spline to slip in a slot 14 in the mandrel 
(Fig. 2). 

The gauge 13 forms a movable abutment for the free end of the 
continuous paper tube 15, which is of slightly greater interior 
diameter than the diameter of the mandrel and is formed by any 
suitable spiral wind machine, such as “A,” which forms no part of 
my invention except in its association with my machine, whereby 
the continuously formed tube of the machine A is advanced and 
telescopes over the mandrel 6 until it strikes against the gauge 13. 
and, by its advance, moves the gauge until it contacts with the set 
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collar 11, whose adjustment regulates the length of the shell 
which will be cut off. 

The hub 5 is provided with an integral belt pulley 16, which is 
connected by an adjustable slot and bolt fastening 17 to a ratchet 
wheel 18. By employing the adjustable connection 17, the ratchet 
wheel 18 can be set and clamped so that the functions of the ma- 
chine will be properly timed. The ratchet wheel has teeth 19 
corresponding in number to the number of mandrels employed. 
Various mechanisms of the machine are driven by a shaft 20, said 
shaft being belted at 21 to the pulley 16. 

Pivoted to a part of the frame-work 1 is a dog 22 having a toe 
23 adapted to engage the teeth 19 of the ratchet wheel 18 and pro- 
vided with a tail 24. Slidable in bearings on the frame is a trip 
bar 25 which is normally actuated by a spring 26 to hold its free 
end 27 in position to engage a lug 28 on a drop saw frame 20, 
which is loosely journaled on a shaft 30 and carries a mutilated 
friction wheel 31, the friction wheel being secured to the frame 
29 by an adjustable slot and belt connection 32 whereby it can be 
adjusted in relation to the saw frame 29 to regulate the operation 
thereof. The saw frame carries a rotary saw 33 which is belted 
to a pulley 34 secured to the shaft 30, whereby the saw is con- 
tinuously driven at a high rate of speed. 

The numeral 35 designates a friction pinion on a shaft 36, which 
is continuously driven by a belt 37 from shaft 20, said pinion being 





positioned with its friction face just out of engagement with the 
wheel 31 when the saw frame is caught and held by rod 25 after 
being raised. It will be understood that a gang of saws adapted 
to operate in a step-by-step manner could be used instead of a 
single saw. 

When the paper tube 15 pushes the gauge 13 from the normal 
position shown in dotted lines until it strikes the depending arm 
38 connected to the bar 25, the bar 25 is pushed back from its 
normal position, thereby releasing the engagement thereof with 
the lug 28, whereupon the saw frame 29 drops by gravity, the saw 
33 quickly severing the paper tube 15 and thus cutting off a section 
to be subsequently used as a shell. After severing the tube the 
frictional face of greater radius of the pulley 31 engages with the 
pulley 35, whereupon the saw frame is rapidly elevated to normal 
raised position and just before it resumes its engagement with 
the end 27, it bears against the tail 24 of the dog 22 and releases 
the toe 23 of said dog from the tooth 19 with which said toe was 
previously engaged. The pulleys 31 and 35 disengage just before 
the lug 28 and rod 25 become engaged. 

The belt 21 is sufficiently loose so that it will continuously rotate 
around the pulley 16 while the ratchet wheel 18 and the mandrel 
wheel are locked, but immediately upon the release of the toe 23 
from the tooth 19, the frictional engagement of the belt 21 with 
pulley 16 becomes sufficient to cause rotation of the ratchet wheel 
18 and the set of mandrels so that the mandrel carrying the sev- 
eral shells is turned in the direction of the arrow from a horizontal

Nracara Faits, N. Y., August 27, 1912.—Chester W. Lyman, as- 
sistant to the president; George H. Parks, vice-president, and sev- 
eral engineers of the marine department of the International Paper 
Company were in the city Sunday in conference with the local 
harbor commission and city officials regarding the proposed new 
Government movement to deepen the Niagara River so that a 14- 
foot channel will be dredged next year which will allow the land- 
ing of lake boats at the proposed new municipal dock to be lo- 
cated at the city line: The Federal Government has appropriated 
$27,500, one-half of the amount necessary to do the work. The city 
has contributed $13,800, and it is proposed that the International 
company and a half dozen other manufactories’to be benefited b) 
the deepening of the channel will pay about $13,700. The Inter- 
national officials agreed to bring the matter of making an appro- 
priation to cover its share, before the next meeting of the board 
of directors. The work is expected to be completed before lake 
traffic is well underway next spring.

MAGHINE FOR MAKING PAPER SHELLS 


(Continued from page 44.) 
to a vertical position ready for the crimping or folding of the 
end of the shell. 

Loosely rotatable on the shaft 2 and located between set collars 
39 and 40 (Fig. 2) is a belt pulley 41, a ratchet wheel 42 having 
a single tooth 43, and two cams 44 and 45 (Fig. 6) which are 
connected; by slot-and-bolt connections 46 with the ratchet wheel 
so that they can be adjusted in relation to each other and hence 
the crimping, folding and stamping mechanisms operated thereby 
may be timed to suitably act. To rotate the pulley, ratchet wheel, 
and cams, all of which are securely clamped together, there is 
provided a belt 47. which runs over a pulley 48 on the shaft 20. 

Journaled in suitable bearings on the main frame is a rock 
shaft 49 having arms 50 and 51, the former being adapted to 
engage with the tooth 43 to normally lock the ratchet wheel 42 
and the cams 44 and 45 against rotation. The ratchet wheel 18 
carries trip pins 52, suitably positioned, which are adapted to 
engage the arm 51 immediately after the release of the ratchet 
wheel 18 by the dog 22. 

The belt 47 is adapted to slip while the ratchet wheel 42 is 
locked by the arm 50, but immediately upon the rocking of the 
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shaft 49 by the engagement of one of the pins 52 with the arm 
51, and consequent release of the ratchet wheel 42, the tension 
of the belt 47 is such that motion will be immediately transmitted 
tc the pulley 41 and the cams 44 and 45 will turn a complete revo- 
lution, being again stopped by the engagement of the arm 50 with 
the tooth 43, such complete revolution of the cams 44 and 45 
occurring during a quarter revolution of the ratchet wheel 18 and 
the arrangement being such that the cam 45 will have a slight 
lead over the cam 44 for the purpose of crimping the end of the 
shell and operating the stamping and clamping mechanism slightly 
in advance of folding and pressing the centre part of the end. 
Journaled in suitable bearings 53 on the upper part of the frame 
is a crimping plunger 54 (Figs. 3 and 4) on which is loosely 
splined a driving belt pulley 55 which is continuously operated 
by belting 56 and 57 from the shaft 20. Slidable lengthwise 
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within the crimping plunger 54 is a folding plunger 58 which is 
loosely splined at 59 to the plunger 54 so that the two plungers 
always rotate together, but they are relatively movable lon- 
gitudinally. The plunger 54 is provided with a spiral concaved 
end 60 (Fig. 4) which is adapted to engage the end of the shell 
and crimp it sufficiently so that it will be in proper condition to be 
folded and finished by the end of the plunger 58. The crimping 
operation starts at 61 and ends at 62, and thereupon the spiral 
concaved end 63 of the plunger 58 starts the folding operation 
beginning at 64 and completes it at the centre of the end of the 
shell as shown at 65. To effect these operations, I provide a 
pivoted rocker 66 which is engaged at 67 with the plunger 54 and 
has a spring-actuated rod 68 provided with a roller 69 which is 
adapted to engage the cam 45. A similar arrangement of ele- 
ments 70, 71 and 72 causes operation of the plunger 58 from 
the cam 44. The rocker 66 is provided with an extension having 
a roller as shown at 73 adapted to engage a lever 74 provided 
with a combined stamp and clamp 75 and retracted by a spring 76, 
the stamp 75 bearing suitable wording which is intended to be 
printed on the shell and, while effecting the printing operation, 
serving as a clamp to prevent the shell from twisting on the 
mandrel and also to lock the mandrel wheel against backward 
turning. The operations are timed so that the cam 45 raises the 
roller 69 out of the dwell of said cam, causes the crimping plunger 
54 to be lowered onto the free end of the shell which is presented 
thereto and immediately thereafter, the lever 74 is operated, and 
the stamp and clamp 75 performs its function. Very shortly after 
the crimping operation, thus described, has been effected, the 
roller 72 is lifted out of the dwell of cam 44 and the plunger 58 
is depressed inside of the plunger 54 and takes hold of the crimped 
end of the shell and folds it against the end of the mandrel. In 
order that nice adjustment may be had, I provide rods 68 and 71 
with turn buckles 77 and 78. 


One Automatic Sprinkler 

So many fires have been put out by a single automatic sprinkler 
that it would be useless to attempt to list them. A recent case, on 
the second floor of the factory of the Inlaid Company, Providence, 
R. L., is supposed to have been caused by friction between a pulley 
and a wooden box. The ringing of the sprinkler alarm called 
attention to the fire and the city fire department was summoned, 
When they arrived the only work left for them to do was to turn 
off the water and replace the head which had fused. 

Spontaneous combustion in the buffing room of the Champion 
Stove Company, Cleveland, opened one sprinkler head which 
promptly doused the blaze. A partition wall was slightly scorched, 
the damage being so slight that no claim was made for insurance. 

Fire starting in waste material in the corner of a basement under 
Broadway, New York, endangered the Kahn & Frank Hosiery 
Company. The automatic fire alarm, ringing at 11.10 p. m., was 
followed at 11.11 by the sprinkler water alarm. By the time 
the fire department reached the scene one Grinnell sprinkler had 
extinguished the fite with trifling damage. The building is owned 
by the Astor Estate. 

Similar results were reported by the Illinois Boxboard Company, 
the Rice Electric Excelsior Company, the Wooster Brush Com- 
pany, the Oakland Cotton Mills, the American Brass Company, 
the American Locomotive Company, Park Brothers & Rogers, 
manufacturing jewelers; the Hatfield Automobile Company, the 
Electric Storage Battery Company, R. H. White & Co., department 
store; the Indianapolis Bleaching Company, the Wilkes-Barre Lace 
Manufacturing Company. These are only a few, chosen as show- 
ing the great variety of industries protected by sprinklers. In 
each of these cases quoted the fire was put out by a single sprinkler 
head, with such slight loss from fire and water that no claim for 
insurance was made.

Paper Bags as Used in Grape Growing 

The employment of paper bags as a covering for clusters of 
grapes while in the growing state is a precaution not to be 
despised or overlooked. 

Anyone having grape vines will agree that the fruit is subject 
to dust and dirt throughout the summer months, which even 
heavy rains fail to thoroughly cleanse. The broad leaf of the 
vine acts as a natural protector, but not sufficient to allow the 
grape to be eaten without washing. 

Of course, hundreds of people eat the fruit without its being 
washed, not realizing that particles of dirt cling to the grape and 
that numerous insects, such as ants, caterpillars, flies, mosquitoes 
and bugs wander over the fruit and frequently sting or bite tiny 
holes in the berry, while spiders oftimes spin their webs on 
clusters where the berries grow scraggly. 

While it is true that the skin of the grape is not eaten, still in 
abstracting the pulp the lips come in contact with part of the skin, 
which is anything but sanitary, considering the exposed condition 
of the grape. 

Washing has the disadvantage of robbing the grape of its most 
delicate flavor, which is concealed in the skin. 

Birds frequently cause much damage to the grape after and 
sometimes even before they are entirely ripe by pecking at the 
berries, which in the ripening state readily drop from the stems. 

These disadvantages can absolutely be rectified by the use of 
paper bags, if the clusters of grapes are taken while the berries 
are the size of shot and inserted into two pound paper bags, which 
should be drawn up over the bunch, covering it completely and 
tying it firmly crosswise over the slender vine from which sprouts 
the stems of the cluster. 

Grapes treated in this way will require no washing, while the 
clear, beautiful color of the skin will prove agreeably surprising. 

Still another advantage gained by the use of paper bags as a 
protection is a larger and far more sweeter and luscious berry. 

The results obtained are well worth the slight expense and labor 
involved, and, once tried, the success gained will be the means of a 
yearly practice. 

Many grape growers in the neighboring towns are awakening 
to the advantages gained by protecting their grapes, and will 
therefore require a good substantial paper bag that will withstand 
heavy rains. Heretofore cloth and common grocery paper bags 


have been utilized, but it is found that the parchment bag is far 
superior to any of these. 

This will undoubtedly open a new field for the use of parchment 
bags, and the big manufacturers of same will unquestionably 
benefit by the use of this practical method as soon as the use of 
same becomes more widespread. 


Esparto Grass of Tripoli-in-Barbary 


The shipments of esparto grass began in 1868, and since 
that date receiving depots have been established at Homs, 
Sliten and Tabia, small towns along the coast a short distance 
to the eastward of Tripoli. These stations are in charge of 
agents of one of the four Tripoli firms that control the entire 
output of Tripolitania. At most of these stations hand presses 
are used instead of hydraulic machines, which are installed in 
all of the factories. These presses are imported from England, 
where all of the esparto is shipped, and later manufactured into 
paper. 

Only 17,000 tons of esparto were exported from the entire 
Tripoli cost during 1911, against 22,000 tons in 1910, About 
one-half of this amount was shipped from the port of Tripoli. 
The decrease in the exportation is easily explained; no steam- 
ers were permitted for some time after the occupation to take 
cargoes, and even at present, on account of the congestion of 
freight in the harbor, it is impossible to secure lighters to take 
goods to steamers, as they are all engaged in disembarking 
cargoes. The stocks on hand are considerable. Receipts have 
been growing smaller each year because of the greater distance 
from the supply, thus increasing the expense of transportation, 
and also because prices quoted on the English market have 
been too low to create any interest in increasing the supplies. 
The crude methods employed by the Arabs in gathering the 
grass have caused the destruction of many plants, thus neces- 
sitating longer trips into the interior to find adequate quanti- 
ties. Should regulations be adopted and enforced here similar 
to those prevailing in Tunis and Algeria, the annual output 
ought to be increased. In those countries the French Govern- 
ment has sought to preserve the roots of the plant by compell- 
ing the laborers to cut the grass instead of pulling it up by the 
roots

Trade and Resources of Quebec Province 


Consul Gebhard Willrich, of Quebec, Canada, in his report to 
the Bureau of Manufactures on the Trade and Resources of Que- 
bec Province states that the decline in the exports of pulp 
wood was not due to a scarcity of this article, but probably to a 
corresponding increase in the exports of wood pulp. Conditions 
are highly favorable to the production, at a minimum of cost, of 
the various classes of pulp, chiefly mechanically ground, by reason 
of a superabundance in many parts of the Province of water 
power and of vast quantities of raw material. 

It is another matter when it comes to the manufacture of paper, 
requiring coal, which must be imported, to produce power, and 
highly skilled labor, which can not be obtained for sections of a 
country as yet without many of the advantages of development. 
The manufacture of pulp, in other words, has been found most ad- 
vantageous near the source of power and of raw material, and that 


of paper near the points of distribution and the supply of skilled 
labor. 


Two large Quebec companies, now making pulp, have decided to 
build paper mills in the United States. Some of the paper mills 
already established here have, it,;is true, increased their capacity 
during 1911, and a number of new ones have been built, but this 


was to be expected in view of the increasing demand for paper by 
the home market. 


The timber resources of this Province are enormous, though 
greatly diminished in past years by forest fires. The privately 
owned timber lands comprise about 6,000,000 acres and are able to 
supply 500,000 to 1,000,000 cords of wood per annum for years to 
come. The island of Anticosti alone is able to produce 80,000 to 
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100,000 cords per annum for years, a good portion of which, 
however, will probably be converted into pulp in the near future, 
as a large mill is now in process of erection there. Pulp mills 
are also in process of construction in other parts of this district, 
so that the pulp industry, especially in this district, is bound to 
witness a great boom in the near future. 

The forests leased to lumbermen by the provincial government 
are called limits, and their total area covers about 45,000,000 
acres. The first of these were leased in 1825 for nominal sums, 
such leases being good for one year only. Since 1841 such leases 
were made renewable from year to year, and they practically be 
came private property, subject only to Government regulation and 
the payment of certain stumpage dues. 

Lumbermen were originally required to pay as a guaranty one 
quarter of the estimated stumpage dues annually. Later on a 
bonus was substituted for this payment in order to obtain such 
leases. Since 1868, however, leases were put up at auction sale, 
with the result that bonuses varying from $8 to $1,000 per square 
mile have been obtained at these sales. 

About 69,000 square miles of forest lands of this Province have 
thus passed under lease, and the premiums, or bonuses, as they 
are now termed, between the years 1867 and 1906. represented 
the sum of $3,250,000, or an average of $63.74 per square mile. 

In 1851 an annual or ground rent tax was imposed, payable at 
each yearly renewal day of such leases. In 1868 such tax or rent 
amounted to $2 per square mile, which was increased to $3 i 
1887 and to $5 in 1910. In addition to this, holders of timber 
licenses have to pay stumpage dues to the Government for all ¥ 
timber cut by them on their limits, which dues are fixed for @ 
term of 10 years. 5

PAPER.—After careful inquiry among the local jobbers and 
manufacturers having local offices, the unanimous opinion is that 
better business is expected and looked for after Labor Day than 
any time since the panic. Every sign points to big business. Job- 
bers’ stocks are low, comparatively speaking, especially in the 
coarser grades; the mills are busy and they have not accumulated 
any too much stock. Some mills, especially in the Northern part 
of this State, are down altogether; many others are working but a 
few days a week, all due to very low water. The strike in Kala- 
mazoo is helping the Eastern Book manufacturers to maintain and 
stiffen the prices, and advances in many grades are looked 
for early in September, this in addition to those already put into 
effect during the present month.
